The following report was made by the Fuller Field House Committee: 


At the December Special Town Meeting this Committee was appoint- 
ed to study the advisability of providing suitable facilities for use as a 
Field House at Fuller Field.

We consulted with John Hellman, Architect. 


The entire Committee wished to construct a free standing Field House 
on the Field but due to the amount needed which was estimated at $40,000 
it decided it would be for the best interest of the Town to put an addi- 
tion on the rear of the Recreation Building for $16,000. Aside from the 
original cost being far less, it keeps maintenance and operation at a 
minimum. This addition would also be available to the Recreation Com- 
mittee when the school is not using the facilities provided. 


We feel very strongly the Athletic system should have this Field 
House, but the Cammittee, respectful of the Finance Committee’s attempts 
to hold the tax rate down faced with heavy expenditures in 1954, are 
willing to wait until 1955 and at that time we hope we will have your 


support.

The County Commissioners have made a survey of Valley 
Road extending about 5000 feet from Route 151 to Waquoit 
Road. The contract has been signed with the Department 
of Public Works for the building of said road under Section 
34 of Chapter 90. 

We have acquired the land of Richard Breivogel at the © 
corner of Falmouth Heights Road and Grand Avenue which 
was purchased for the purpose of widening and installing 
traffic islands. 

A deed is now being prepared for the conveyance of a 
parcel of land voted to be taken for Park purposes as an 
addition to Davis Park. 

All street lights voted for at the last Annual Town Meet- 
ing have been installed. Lights have been installed in the 
Community Center Parking area which have been accepted 
enthusiastically by a great many persons as one of the major 
improvements of the year. 
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During this year the State Welfare Board insisted that 
we have more adequate quarters than were available in the 
Town Hall. In order to meet with their demand we placed 
all categories of the Welfare Department in one of the large 
rooms in the Community Center Building. A greater part of 
the alterations the State Department re-imbursed the Town, 
in accordance with plan adopted by the Department. 

The rooms previously occupied by the Welfare Depart- 
ment are now occupied by the Water Department. While this 
change has given the Selectmen and Assessors additional 
room, the quarters occupied by the Water Commissioners are 
wholly inadequate. 

The Town Counsel will give a report of all legal matters 
pertaining to the Town.

All of the restaurants, stores and school cafeterias have 
had very close supervision this year, having been inspected 
several times and smears taken for bacterial count by the 
county sanitary engineer and the local health officer. A 
great improvement has been shown in the sanitary condition 
of the stores, bars and restaurants this year. 
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In June, Albert E. Landers, agent for the Board of Health, 
attended a three day conference held in Amherst under the 
supervision of the State Department of Public Health on 
sanitation. 


There has been no epidemic of any contagious disease 
this year and the five cases of poliomyelitis have all been 
non paralytic. 


A supply of serums and vaccines are kept under refriger- 
ation at all times and are available to any physician without 
cost as they are provided by the state. 


This department appreciates the co-operation and as- 
sistance of the Barnstable County Health officers, the Fal- 
mouth Nursing Association, Dr. Julius G. Kelley and his staff 
at the Barnstable County Hospital, throughout the year.

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Report of Public Dumps 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The town purchased a bulldozer last March for the use at 
the town dumps which has greatly facilitated the work by 
pushing back the refuse and filling in, making the dumping 
area larger and easier of access. The bulldozer has been 
loaned to other departments during the year when requested. 

In February, 1954, Mr. Nathaniel B. Sherman, who had 
been the custodian of the Gifford Street dump for several 
years passed away. He was a faithful and conscientious em- 
ployee of the town. His son, Edmund N. Sherman was ap- 
pointed to succeed him and the work has been carried on in 
the same efficient manner. - 

Morin & Son have very adequately carried out their part 
of the contract in the collecting of rubbish and garbage and 
we again urge more householders and business places to ac- 
quaint themselves with the rules and regulations as drawn up 
by the Board of Health, especially the regulation “no rubbish 
will be collected unless it is in the regular metal containers.” 

People dumping rubbish along the roadsides do so in 
violation of the state and town regulations and there is a 
heavy fine for depositing rubbish or garbage on any public 
road or street or within twenty feet thereof. 

27,648 loads of rubbish have been taken to the Gifford 
Street dump this year. The North Falmouth dump cares for 
the refuse from that part of the town. All Garbage MUST be 
taken to the Gifford Street dump.

During the past year four permanent men have been 
appointed to the Department under Civil Service bringing 
the complement of the Department to seventeen (17) officers 
and men. Those appointed were Reginald J. Campbell, Jr., 
Richard L. Corey, Paulino P. Roderiques and David L. Scannell 
as Meter Attendant. 
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With the retirement of Oscar W. Peterson on December 
31, 1954, after twenty years of service, the department loses 
an efficient officer, one who was highly respected by his fellow 
officers over the years. His reputation as a prosecuting officer 
was well Known throughout the Cape. 


Early in the Summer, Officer Edmund Carreiro, a Sum- 
mer Patrolman, was involved in an accident with a milk truck 
while patroling Rt. 28, West Falmouth, Mass., with the Depart- 
ment’s new Harley Davidson motorcycle. Officer Carreiro was 
thrown from the motorcycle and was hospitalized for several 
weeks. The motorcycle was damaged extensively. Adjustment 
will be made on a 1955 model. 


The driver of the milk truck was brought to court for 
operating to endanger and was found guilty. 


On the morning of August 31, 1954, hurricane ‘Carol’ hit 
Falmouth with intensive fury and without sufficient warning. 
It was officially logged on our blotter at 10:52 A.M., several 
hours after it had started its damaging havoc. 


All Police personnel, including Specials, were called to 
duty and together with the Fire Department and Civil Defense 
Police warned residents in all areas close to the water to 
evacuate. However, I regret to report that one family failed 
to heed the warning and the result was five drownings, two 
women and three children. 


To avoid looting, the Falmouth National Guard was called 
out and with their co-operation all roads to damaged areas 
were guarded through twenty-four hour periods by both 
police and guardsmen. 


Passes were issued at both the Police Station and the 
Town Hall to property owners to inspect their properties. 


After a breather, hurricane “Edna” hit on September 11, 
1954 and again all organizations went into action. People who 
had returned to their homes near the water were again 
evacuated. The new Lawrence High School was the evacuation 
headquarters under the supervision of Mr. Victor Friar, Direc- 
tor of Civil Defense. 
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The Police and National Guard continued to patrol the 
damaged areas. Fortunately no fatalities occurred and pro- 
perty damage was much less than that caused by hurricane 
“Carol’’. 


Then again on October 15, 1954, all organizations were 
alerted for hurricane “Hazel’’. 


Our full complement, together with the Civil Defense 
Police and an extra thirty-one men stood by. Fortunately 
the storm passed this area with only rain and high winds. 
Civil Defense Director, Mr. Victor Friar proclaimed the danger 
had passed at 10:45 P.M. that night. 


I wish to express my sincere thanks to all organizations 
for their splendid co-operation. This includes the Fire Depart- 
ment, the Highway Department, Civil Defense, the Red Cross 
Canteen, the National Guard and all Volunteers. 


It gives me a feeling of security to know that the people 
of this Town can depend on these organizations in the event 
of future emergencies. 


The months of September, October, November and Decem- 
ber brought a series of breaks totaling twenty-seven in all. 
Twenty-six were solved and property recovered or restitution 
made. Through these breaks our Officers solved fourteen for 
out-of-town police. Seventeen persons were apprehended, 
thirteen juveniles and four adults. 


Juveniles were responsible for window damage by BB 
rifles and stones in several sections of the Town. All were 
apprehended and restitution made to the owners. All rifles 
were confiscated. 


Juvenile delinquency is getting to be a serious problem. 
Our investigations show that the problem is the result of 
Parent neglect. 


It is with regret that I am obliged to report seven auto- 
mobile fatalities, four during the month of August and three 
during October. 
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S-D Day, Safe-Driving Day, December 15, 1954 arrived 
and fortunately no type of accident occurred during the 
twenty-four hour period. 


It is my desire to see an Auxiliary Police Force consisting 
of about sixty men formed in Falmouth to work in conjunction 
with our Department. This organization could be formed 
with the Civil Defense Police acting as a nucleus for such an 
auxiliary. 


An organization such as this would greatly improve the 
efficiency of police mobilization in future emergencies. 


This Department has again received from Rudolph F. 
King, Registrar, Registry of Motor Vehicles, a citation for its 
outstanding record of no Pedestrian Deaths during the year 
1953 as reported in the AAA National Pedestrian Protection 
Contest.

Old Town Cemetery Committee 
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Report of the Fish and Game Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1954. 


Ninety-six fishing licenses were examined by me. Three 
hundred and sixty-one hunting licenses were examined by 
me. 


I travelled a total of 5,508 miles on deer jacking patrols, 
pheasant release, wildlife surveys, and complaints. Two hun- 
dred and fifteen complaints were answered. Five arrests 
were made, and sixteen first offenders were filed in my 
records. 


Seven automobile accidents involving deer, were investi- 
gated and reports were forwarded to the State Department 
of Conservation. 


Eleven woodchucks were disposed of. One otter was dis- 
posed of. Fifty-seven abandoned house cats and two wild 
dogs were disposed of. A total of four hundred and eighty 
cock and hen pheasants were released before hunting season 
opened. Forty-five hen pheasants were released after hunt- 
ing season had opened, on protected property for seed stock 
next spring. 


I have started a Wildlife Management Program and at 
the present time three acres of improved game habitat are 
under cultivation. By early spring of 1955 I hope to have 
fifteen additional acres under cultivation throughout the 
hunting areas of our town. In order to increase the amount 
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of game we must increase the amount of food required to 
sustain the game from season to season. It is pointless to 
liberate game birds in areas that do not have feed for them. 
My program calls for a total of two hundred acres in natural 
habitat under cultivation by spring of 1957, and with co- 
operation from the sportsmen this can be accomplished 
throughout the various hunting areas of the town. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Honorable 
Board of Selectmen and the citizens of the town of Falmouth 
for their cooperation during the past year.

Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my annual report for the year ending 
December 31, 1954. 


A total of 2,005 Family Permits and 129 Commercial Per- 
mits were examined by me. 


Fourteen arrests were made and 53 First Offenders were 
filed in my records. 


A total of 14,903 miles were patrolled. 


One hundred bushels of 4 inch oysters were purchased 
from Mr. Roland Authier of Vineyard Haven, and were planted 
in Great Pond and West Falmouth Harbor. 


The Hurricane Carol ruined ninety per cent of the seed 
oysters I had started on Scallop Shells. This is a great set 
back in my oyster project. I hope to put more shell out to 
catch spat again this year. 


One thousand two hundred and seventy three bushels of 
Quahaugs were taken from Falmouth Harbor and reseeded 
in Ell Pond, Menauhant and Greens Pond. 


I estimate the Soft Shell Clam industry in Falmouth in 
1954 to be valued at more than $20,000. This represents the 
take by the Family and Commercial permit holders. 


I am happy to say that the Town of Falmouth has more 
Soft Shell Clam areas producing than any other town on the 
Cape. 
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We had a poor Scallop season this year but all indications 
point to a very good season for next year. 


The Commercial Shellfish Industry this year in the Town 
of Falmouth is valued at $74,377.75. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the Board of 
Selectmen and the citizens of the Town of Falmouth for 
their cooperation during the past year.

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Herring Rivers 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Herring Rivers have been a serious problem this year 
due to the extreme high tides, heavy rains and the two hur- 
ricanes. It has been very difficult to keep them open at all 
times and it has been necessary to hire a heavy crane several 
times to clear the outlets of Little Pond River at Maravista, 
and Fresh, Salt and Trunk Rivers. When the railroad tracks 
were washed out during hurricane “Carol’ it caused a serious 
problem at Trunk River as the outlet was closed. With the 
assistance of the N.Y., N.H. & H. R.R. employees it was cleared 
but it is our intention to have this rebuilt in the near future. 


We call attention to the following State Law, Chapter 
130, sections 96 and 97 as amended by Chapter 598, Section 
1 Acts of 1941, as follows; Alewives (Herring) cannot be 
taken at all during the period between June 15 and the fol- 
lowing March 1. Between March 1 and June 15 they cannot 
be taken on Sunday, Tuesday or Thursdays of each week. 


PENALTY: Fine not more than $50. nor less than $5.00 
and 25c additional for each alewive. Prosecutions must be 
commenced within 30 days of the offense.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The tent caterpillar webs and fall web worms were not 
cut this year but were sprayed. The elm trees were sprayed 
several times including a dormant spray with DDT Oil Emul- 
sion for the prevention of dutch elm disease. Young trees 
were planted throughout the town and have been heavily 
fertilized. This year I have replaced numerous trees that 
have died due to dryness. 

No brown tail nests were collected this year. 

The State Department of Natural Resources urges us 
more than ever before not to pile the elm wood in the open 
unless it has been peeled. There is a penalty for taking elm 
wood from the dump which has been cut from dead elm 
trees as this old wood has a tendency to breed dutch elm 
disease. 

Hurricanes Carol and Edna were devastating to the town 
elms. Town limbs presented an excellent opportunity for 
elm bark beetle infestation followed by Dutch Elm Disease. 
Greater care than ever before is necessary. 

Spray all elms to control leaf eating insects such as 
browntail moths, gypsy moths, tent caterpillar, fall web, elm 
leaf beetle and canker worm to Keep elms in a healthy grow- 
ing condition. 

Please notify your tree warden immediately when you 
notice any of the symptoms. Beware of any irresponsible 
person calling themselves “experts” who condemn your trees. 
Remember only a laboratory test can determine whether or 
not your elm trees are diseased.

Report of the Moth Superintendent 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

Spraying for the elm leaf beetle was taken care of in 
Falmouth. Both sprayers are in fair condition. Spraying for 
gypsy moth and browntails was done and during the trap- 
ping season I have collected two male moths. I am now 
checking for egg clusters which might have been blown into 
this area by the two hurricanes. 

In 1955 I am asking for $4000. for spraying, trimming and 
taking specimens of elm trees for the continued prevention 
of dutch elm disease as recommended by the State Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. The main thing is sanitation and 
good health of elms and getting as much of the dead wood 
as possible. 

As a result of careful inspection, sampling and spraying 
and trimming of the town elms, with sufficient appropriation, 
the Town of Falmouth record on Dutch Elm Disease is one 
of the outstanding in the state. The first case was discovered 
in 1951. No further cases in 1952, 1953, or 1954. 

This year I am including in my budget a sum of money 
for wood tick control and also for the control of poison ivy. 

The roadside trees have been sprayed for Japanese beetle 
and I would like to request that property owners who have 
elms on their own land would co-operate and have their elm 
trees and lawns sprayed. 

With the Dutch Elm Disease now in Falmouth and neigh- 
boring towns, owners of elm trees should contact the moth 
superintendent or some other responsible firm to have their 
elms trimmed and sprayed with DDT Oil Emulsion to help 
control the elm bark beetle carrier which spreads this 
destructive disease.

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Report of the Planning Board 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Planning Board submits the following report for 
1954: 


Meetings: 


Twelve regular meetings, eight special meetings, and 
twenty-one public hearings were held during the year. Seven- 
teen of the latter were in connection with subdivision plans 
under the new subdivision law. Joint meetings have been 
held with the Board of Selectmen and other town committees 
in connection with hurricane damage. Representatives of the 
Planning Board have attended hearings held during the year 
by the Selectmen and the Board of Appeals, and have repre- 
sented the Planning Board on a number of special committees. 


Activities: 

The Board, under the provisions of the new Subdivision 
Control Law, has acted upon sixty-seven plans. Seventeen 
subdivision plans requiring a public hearing were approved; 
forty-three plans which did not require hearing were ap- 
proved; five were given tentative approval and two were 
returned to the petitioners for revision. 

Six recommendations have been submitted to the Board 
of Selectmen, which it is hoped will help to relieve traffic 
congestion in or around Falmouth Village. In order to connect 
Jones Road (which the County Commisioners voted to widen 
and straighten from Palmer Avenue to Teaticket) with Wor- 
cester Court Extension, the Planning Board has recommended 
a layout which will run easterly and southerly from Jones 
Road to Worcester Court East. At the present time this taking 
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can be made without any buildings being affected. The Board 
feels that this road will enable summer traffic to pass from 
the Heights area out of town without going through the 
congested business district. 


Although the construction of Hamlin Avenue Extension 
authorized by the 1954 Town Meeting has not yet been com- 
pleted, the Board has recommended the construction of a road 
from Hamlin Avenue near the Town Hall, easterly in front of 
the Library, and northerly of the First National Store’s park- 
ing lot to Gifford Street. This layout was decided upon in 
consultation with the School Committee. An extension of 
Shore Street, northerly to the new layout will afford access 
to it from Main Street; making it conveniently accessible for 
additional parking. As this layout is preponderantly over 
Town land, a minimum of land damage is involved. 


A rear exit from the present Community Center parking 
space to Walker Street will make the parking facilities more 
accessible, and will relieve some of the congestion at the Main 
Street entrance. 

A request for the construction of Robbins Road will be 
offered to the 1955 Town Meeting. This will connect Scranton 
Avenue with the Falmouth Heights Road, so that visitors 
touring our shore line will not have to enter East Main Street. 
As a link in this shore drive, we are recommending the widen- 
ing and straightening of Scranton Avenue, and the widening 
of Clinton Avenue corner which presently is very dangerous. 

In an effort to improve circulation of traffic and to pro- 
mote public safety, we have recommended minor extensions 
which would connect various residential streets. 

The major project of the Planning Board completed in 
1954 was the publication of THE STANDING VOTES, BY- 
LAWS, AND REGULATIONS of the Town. This eighty-two 
page publication makes readily available for the first time the 
most important Town Ordinances, including among others the 
Zoning By-Law, the Subdivision Regulations, and the Building 
Code. 

It is hoped to keep the publication up to date by printing 
annual supplements in the Town Report. Copies have been 
furnished to all Town Departments, officials desiring them, 
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and are available to all interested persons at the Building 
Commissioners Office at one dollar a copy. 


The Board has been gratified by the cordial reception 
given this project, and hopes that suggestions will continue 
to be made for additions or corrections in future printings. 


We are asking Town Meeting to authorize a systematic 
search of Town Warrants in order that Votes adopted in 
the past, which are of continuing importance, may be collected 
and organized as to subject matter for convenient reference 
and circulation. 


Finances: 

The special appropriation to eliminate duplicate street 
names voted in December, 1953 has been exhausted, and some 
of the funds in the annual budget have also been used for 
that purpose. Total expenditure to date, in connection with 
the change of street names is $740.70. The task is one-third 
completed, and it is estimated that $1,500 will be required to 
complete the remaining two-thirds. 

Other major disbursements by the Board have been for 
printing in connection with the FALMOUTH BY-LAWS, 
which has been completed, and on the street directory which 
is in progress. The breakdown of the appropriation is as 
follows:

Duplicate Street Names: 

During 1954, the Planning Board has completed the hear- 
ings, selection of new names, and publication of the changes 
decided upon, for approximately one-third of the streets in 
the Town where duplications or confusing similarity exists. 
This work was made possible: (1) financially, by special and 
budget appropriations, and (2) administratively, by securing 
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excellent clerical assistance to handle the voluminous detail 
involved in performing the several steps required to comply 
with the vote of the Town and the pertinent state statutes. 


One hundred seventy-three duplications have been found 
among the nearly eight hundred streets of the Town. These 
are being considered in alphabetical order, in accord with the 
following proceedure: All owners of property fronting on the 
streets, with duplicate names, are ascertained from the 
Assessors’ most recent tax list, or where necessary, from the 
records at the Registry of Deeds. Individual notices of hear- 
ings are sent to all proprietors at the addresses filed with 
the tax collector, and a public notice is published for two 
consecutive weeks in the FALMOUTH ENTERPRISE, stating 
the time and place of hearing and the streets to be considered. 


Three hearings have been held this year at which the 
fifty-seven streets were considered. This necessitated notices 
to four hundred ninety-one individual abuttors. In determin- 
ing which of several streets of a given name should retain 
the name, and which be changed, the Board has sought to 
find a reasonable balance among the following consider- 
ations: (1) the relative age of the streets, (3) the relative 
number of households to be affected by the change, (3) the 
relative number of Land Court titles involved, and most im- 
portant, (4) the wishes and suggestions of the proprietors 
concerned. In some cases it was possible to extend the scope 
of an existing name, by combining two or more connecting 
ways under a single name. 


Unfortunately, the very nature of the assignment makes 
it impossible to satisfy everyone. The Board has been im- 
pressed and gratified by the spirit of understanding and co- 
operation which has been manifested by the people who have 
attended the hearings and by the community as a whole, as 
well as by the helpful suggestions which have been con- 
tributed. So far, our efforts have been accepted with good 
will as is shown by the fact that out of the thirty-eight 
changes voted, only one appeal has been taken to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works. If this average can be maintained 
throughout the remaining two-thirds, the Board will be wel) 
satisfied. 
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After changes have been determined and the new names 
voted by the Board, notices of its vote have been published 
in the ENTERPRISE, setting forth the changes tabulated 
below. The votes are also filed with the Town Clerk, the 
Register of Deeds, and the Land Court (insofar as registered 
land is involved.) Copies are also being furnished to other 
public officials. 


The Board has been confronted with the problem of find- 
ing a large quantity of suitable street names to replace those 
changed. We have considered sponsoring a street name con- 
test in order to get a list of suitable names, but no contest 
is very successful without a bevy of prizes, and Town appro- 
priations can not be used for this purpose. No private funds 
have been offered to date. A friend of Falmouth has recently 
given us a copy of the City of Boston Street Directory which 
contains several thousand names, and our assistant is check- 
ing various histories of Falmouth for suggestions of local 
origin. 

The Board has eliminated about one-third of the dupli- 
cations, and it is hoped to complete the remaining two-thirds 
in 1955. 


When the program to eliminate duplications has been 
completed, the Board expects to co-operate with the Town 
Engineer in publishing a street directory. Work on this pub- 
lication is already under way, and it is hoped that it will be 
ready for distribution in late 1955 or early 1956. 


Enumerated on the next page are the street names that 
have been changed.

A total of 399 permits for construction estimated to cost 
$1,269,040.00 were issued during the past year from this 
office. 


There has been built during the year 195 new dwellings 
at an estimated cost of $872.965.00; 23 private garages at an 
estimated cost of $19,250.00; 23 commercial buildings at an 
estimated cost of $169,500.00; 44 accessory buildings at 
$27,265.00 and 114 Alterations at $180,060.00. The fees taken 
in and paid to the Town Treasurer from this office was 
$6,614.00, segregated as follows: building permits—$2,276.00, 
plumbing permits—$1,377.00, and wiring permits—$2,961.00.

All positions are bonded in the amount of $10,000.00 each 
under the blanket bond of the State Housing Board. 


The Falmouth Housing Authority organized on March 
2, 1954, for the ensuing year. 


The fifty (50) units of the Authority have been occupied 
by veteran tenants since July 1, 1950. We still have a waiting 
list. 

The cases which the Falmouth Housing Authority brought 
against Francis J. Dolan, Contractor, doing business as F. C. 
Dolan & Sons, and the American Employers’ Insurance Com- 
pany, as surety, for defective work in the construction of the 
sewerage filter bed, have been settled out of court. The 
Authority settled for a sum, with the approval of the State 
Housing Board, which we feel was a good settlement on our 
part. 
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The Authority wishes to report that this year we asked 
local painting contractors to submit bids on painting our 
units. The bids were received and opened and the Contract 
was awarded to Mr. Myron Lumbert, who was low bidder. 
The work has been done to our satisfaction. 


The Authority wishes to thank the Town for the money 
which was voted at town meeting for pruning and trimming 
the Town trees at the Falmouth Housing Project. The work 
has been done in a workmanlike manner by Mr. Antone B. 
Couto, Jr., Tree Warden, and his men. We also wish to thank 
the other Town Departments which have helped us out from 
time to time. 


The Falmouth Housing Project had about five hundred 
($500) dollars worth of damage to the units and trees from 
the hurricanes. However, repair work has been completed 
and the project is now in good condition. 


We wish to commend the tenants again this year for the 
excellent jobs they have done on painting the insides of their 
homes. 

The Authority is now paying off its bonds at the rate of 
$10,000.00 annually as in the past. 

The Authority this year was able to raise the amount 
paid to the Town of Falmouth in lieu of taxes to $1,800.00 for 
the year 1953; we also have paid in lieu of taxes $1,800.00 for 
the year 1954. 

Russell C. Palmer was elected to the Falmouth Housing 
Authority in February election for a five-year term. 

Roland H. Choate has been re-appointed Executive Direc- 
tor in which position he has done an excellent job. 

We wish to thank our recording secretary, Mrs. Claire M. 
DeMello, for a job well done.

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Report of the Shore Erosion Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Shore Erosion Committee submits herewith its report 
for the year 1954. 


The full committee met on February 25, 1954, and organ- 
ized for the year with J. Edward Nickerson as the new chair- 
man. Projects for the year were outlined and discussed. It 
was voted to include the bulkheading along the Eel Pond 
channel at Woods Hole in this year’s schedule. 


The D.P.W. hearing on harbor and shore projects was 
held on March 8, 1954, at 100 Nashua Street, Boston. A large 
group attended from Falmouth, including many summer 
residents of West Falmouth. Although the committee sub- 
mitted several important projects for the year’s program, 
none of the projects were undertaken by the State during 
the year. The dredging of West Falmouth harbor took the 
funds that the State had set up for Falmouth. 


Hurricane Carol destroyed sections of our shore drives, 
but the damage was far less than that caused by the storms 
of 1938 and 1944. The program of constructing jetties to 
build up the foreshores has proven its value in protecting 
our highways. A survey was made of the damage done and 
a schedule was prepared for a repair program, with new 
work proposed for future protection. This program was sub- 
mitted to the Public Works Commissioner, Mr. Volpe, at a 
hearing held in the Court House at Barnstable on October 
18, 1954. On December 15, 1954, Mr. Vollpe informed the 
Selectmen that the State would do the following repair work 
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out of Hurricane Relief funds: repair stone jetty at east side 
of Great Pond Outlet, $3,500; restore beach at Nobska with 
sand borrow, $1,500; rebuild four stone jetties along Surf 
Drive, west of Salt Pond Outlet, $5,875; and rebuild stone 
jetty and riprap revetment at entrance to Silver Beach 
harbor, $5,000. 


In view of the fact that the State is repairing only a 
small amount of the damage, the committee is asking the 
Town to appropriate the sum of $50,000 to match State & 
County funds for 1955 and the sum of $2,000 for incidental 
work. 


The committee is asking the Town Meeting to discharge 
both the Shore Erosion Committee and the Harbor & Wharves 
Committee and appoint an overall committee to perform the 
same duties. This will do away with overlapping and con- 
fusion, experienced by both committees in the past.

Shore Erosion Committee 
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Report of the Beach Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Beach Committee herewith makes its report for the 
year 1954. 

The industrious, conscientious, work of an efficient staff 
made possible a highly successful beach program. 

Six full weeks of swimming instruction, with a total en- 
rollment of 482, resulted in the award of 239 Swimming and 
60 Life Saving Certificates. Participation at the various 
beaches was as follows: Falmouth Heights 150, Surf Drive 
142, Megansett 60, Woods Hole 40, Menauhant 40, Chapoquoit 
30, Old Silver 20. 

Three Swimming Meets created keen interest and the 
competitive spirit thus engendered resulted in the more rapid 
advancement of those participating. The development of 
higher skills makes possible larger Life Saving classes and 
promotes greater safety in Falmouth waters. 

An Intermediate Water Craft Safety Course was con- 
ducted in cooperation with the Megansett Yacht Club, under 
the supervision of a Red Cross Water Safety Instructor. Plans 
for a basic course at Woods Hole were cancelled by the hur- 
ricane. 

The total receipts for the season were $6,237.20, including 
rentals from the concessions. This amount was paid into 
the town treasury. 

Because of the hurricane, all Falmouth beaches were 
closed to the public by order of the Police Department on 
August 31. Damage was very severe to all the beaches and 
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parking areas—almost all beach equipment was lost or dam- 
aged. Falmouth Heights raft was a total loss. The Surf Drive 
raft was badly damaged. 

Through the splendid cooperation of the chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen and State officials, we were able to make 
all major repairs and replace lost equipment before January 
1, 1955. Money expended for hurricane loss to date is 
$15,326. This we understand to be refundable to the town by 
the State of Massachusetts. 

We wish to thank Mr. Harold Teti, President, New Eng- 
land Dock & Dredging Company for his cooperation in pump- 
ing about 25,000 yards of sand from West Falmouth Harbor 
on Chapoquoit Beach. We feel it involved a great deal of 
expense and time to his company, 

The remaining big job caused by the hurricane is to 
clean the debris, broken glass, stones etc. buried beneath the 
sand. This we hope to do this spring by leasing the beach 
cleaning machine from the Town of Barnstable. This will 
assure the town safe and clean beaches for the summer. 

After careful study of parking problems at Falmouth 
beaches, as well as other towns on the Cape, the committee 
is asking the town to approve the establishment of parking 
fees at town beach parking areas. The committee hopes in- 
come from concessions and parking fees will ultimately make 
Falmouth beaches self-supporting. 

The basic work of your committee has evolved into a 
well organized, smoothly operating program. The cooperation 
and support of the newspapers, Town Officials, Committees, 
and Departments, as well as that of all of those who use the 
beaches, has made possible a program that we believe is of 
great economic value. We trust we shall have the continued 
support of everyone in our plans to make Falmouth beaches 
of increasing value to the town.

Falmouth Beach Committee 
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Report of the Town Engineer 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Town Engineer submits herewith the report of the 
Engineer’s Department for the year 1954. 


The activities of the department this year were curtailed 
by illness and lack of help to such an extent that a backlog 
of field and office work now exists. The Water Dept. service 
plans remain to be completed and the Assessors’ maps 
revised. 


The road layouts, voted at Town Meeting, were few in 
number and were completed early in March for recording. 
These layouts, however, still have to be bounded out. 


Abstracts of the real estate transfers for 1953 were plot- 
ted and diagramed for the Assessors. A copy of the daily 
entry sheet and the grantor’s index at the Registry of Deeds 
has been made weekly of both registered and unregistered 
land. Photostat copies of recorded deeds have been received 
each month and verified with the grantor’s index for omis- 
sions. A trip was made to Plymouth, with the Assessors, to 
examine the system used in handling the photostatic copies 
and also their methods of assessing. The large spacious rooms 
with modern equipment, large counter space, and storage 
space, and storage vaults were a revelation to the Falmouth 
group. 


Plans and specifications were prepared for the Chapo- 
quoit Beach parking space. Copies of the set of plans, show- 
ing all the town beaches, were printed for the Beach Com- 
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mittee. A tracing cloth copy was made of the Oak Grove 
Cemetery plan and prints made for the Veterans Council. 


Additional copies of the large road map were printed on 
cloth for the Veterans Advisory Office, Planning Board, 
Finance Committee, and the Building Inspector’s Office. 
The Zoning Map was revised and the new plates brought up 
to date. 


The town owned property in Teaticket, now used by the 
V.F.W., was surveyed and bounded out. The intersection of 
Grand Avenue and Falmouth Heights Road was surveyed to 
establish the street lines in preparation for the conveyance 
to the Town of a portion of the corner owned by Mr. Breivogel. 
The proposed traffic islands have been relocated so as to 
make a maximum taking from Crescent Park and a minimum 
taking on the Breivogel corner. Petition plans were sub- 
mitted to the D.P.W. and approval has been received for the 
new location of these islands. 


Plans were prepared for the taking of two large parcels 
of land from the Trustees of Public Reservations in the Long 
Pond Watershed area and also for the exchange of land with 
F. W. Lawrence, Inc., in the Goodwill Park area. 


The two hurricanes caused a great deal of damage to our 
shore roads and washed away many of the street bounds 
that defined these layouts. The lines on Chapoquoit Road, 
Church St., Surf Drive, and the Menauhant Road will have 
to be re-established. A portion of the Menauhant Road at 
Bourne’s Pond bridge has been surveyed for a new location 
that will move the present highway back from the water- 
front. A program of riprapping and jetty construction was 
drawn up for repairing the damage caused by the hurricanes 
to our foreshores. 


The new county layout of Nashawena Street was com- 
pleted by resetting the center line, after the construction was 
finished, and setting bounds on the sidelines. A new county 
layout of Valley Road in Ashumet was made by Bearse & 
Kellogg of Centerville and a new county layout of Jones Road 
is now being made by the same firm. Nineteen new layouts 
are now being prepared for the 1955 annual meeting. 
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Proposed extensions to the Great Harbor and Eel Pond 
docks at Woods Hole were drawn up for the wharves com- 
mittee. Estimates, sketches and articles for town meeting 
proposals were prepared for the various departments. The 
Woods Hole Sewer Assessment tracings were revised and filed 
at the Registry. 


There was a greater demand on the Department for its 
services than heretofore and the co-operation received from 
all of the Departments has been remarkable. A survey party 
to handle all outside work is needed, as the office work de- 
mands the undivided time of the engineer. An increase in 
the budget is requested for 1955 to provide for additional help. 


The Department has been very fortunate in having Mr. 
John O. Henrikson accept the position of Town Surveyor and 
will handle all survey work in the field as soon as help is 
available. He has an excellent background in this work and 
is a proficient worker.

Relocating Study Committee 
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Report of the Finance Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The Finance Committee respectfully submits the annual 
report of its activities for the year 1954. Thirty-three meetings 
were held during the year and, as in the past, the entire 
Committee devoted one day prior to Town Meeting to a bus 
trip through the Town to inspect articles in the Town Meeting 
warrant having to do with roads, layouts, parking areas, land 
takings, and other items that were felt to require close study. 
Every attempt is made to allow Finance Committee time to 
proponents of articles in the warrant so that all pertinent 
information will be available for consideration. 


In our rapidly expanding town our people have many 
wants—new Streets, roads, additional water mains, street 
lights, schools, and expanded departmental budgets to meet 
the demands of our citizens. In the post-war years our bud- 
get has increased over 100%—from $674,943. for 1946 to 
$1,393,394. for 1954. It is recognized that the inflationary 
period through which we have passed has effected the finances 
of the Town but it is felt that the ever increasing tax rate is 
a concern that requires the closest attention of all. The recent 
hurricane has caused heavy damage to our shore front which 
will require extensive repairing and rebuilding. We must build 
roads that will stand some chance of survival in future storms. 
Budget items in articles that are not urgent must be elimin- 
ated to allow the financing of urgent hurricane repairs. 


The Finance Committee would like to call to your atten- 
tion the untidy condition that so often exists about the public 
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buildings located on Main Street in the center of the Town. 
The suggestion, therefor, is offered: That the Park Depart- 
ment be assigned the responsibility for the care of the Town’s 
property in front of the Recreation Building, the Library, the 
Town Hall and the Community Center. 


The Town Accountant’s Report records the expenditures 
from the Finance Committee Fund and the transfers to the 
various departments from the Reserve Funda.

FINANCE COMMITTEE 
Town of Falmouth 
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Report of the Aviation Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


In continuation of the policy established by the Committee 
last year, the contract between the town and the airport oper- 
ators was continued. In an effort to encourage development 
of the airport and to induce the operators to make the pro- 
mised improvements, the contract was continued on a month 
to month basis. 


The removal of the former administration building left 
the airport without facilities for visitors, since the only build- 
ing then remaining on the airport was the hangar. The Com- 
mittee endeavored, with the means available to it, to induce 
the operators to provide adequate waiting room, rest room, 
and parking facilities. Some progress has been made to this 
end by the erection of a small office building, which at the 
time of this report is still in the process of construction. At 
the present time the needed rest room and waiting room 
facilities are not available to the public. 


The destruction of the hangar by Hurricane Edna was a 
blow both to the operators and to the town. The operators are 
presently erecting a new hangar. In view of the very slight 
progress in the airport improvements during the past two 
years, your Committee does not expect any great changes in 
the near future. 


Your Committee feels that the airport is a decided asset 
to the town, and provides a much needed service for our 
summer population as well as our year round population. It 
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does not feel, however, that the services presently provided 
are adequate for the needs of the town. In order to provide 
adequate service, it would seem necessary that either the 
monthly payments be greatly increased, or that the town 
lease for a long term or take by eminent domain the airport. 


Your Committee feels that the relatively small monthly 
payments do not offer sufficient return to induce a business- 
man to invest the amount of capital that would be required 
for necessary improvements unless that businessman could 
be assured of a lease that would extend for a long period of 
time. The Committee has refused to spend the town’s money 
for any improvements of a permanent nature, since it feels 
that no money should be spent for the improvement of private 
property without specific authority for that purpose. 


Mrs. Shirley Mahn of North Falmouth, who served most 
efficiently as Secretary during the past two years, has tendered 
her resignation in December, since she is leaving the state to 
operate an airport in Whitefield, New Hampshire. The Com- 
mittee members unanimously elected Dr. Richard C. Bagg of 
North Falmouth to be her successor. 


In conclusion, there is an imperative need for some sort 
of action by the town so that adequate airport facilities may 
be provided.

Falmouth Aviation Committee 
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Committee to Investigate the Sale of 
the Woods Hole Fire Station 


A meeting of the Committee to Investigate Sale of the 
Woods Hole Fire Station (Article 19 of the Annual Town Meet- 
ing, 1954) was held at the Woods Hole Fire Station on Fri- 
day, 23 April, 1954. Present were Roland W. Scannel, James Q. 
Lyons, Homer P. Smith, James E. Gifford, and G. G. Whitney, 
Jr., representing the Board of Selectmen, Board of Fire En- 
gineers, Finance Committee, Greater Woods Hole Civic Assn., 
and Woods Hole Call Firemen respectively. 

General discussion of the matter at hand was carried on 
for about two hours in an informal manner. When the meet- 
ing adjourned, all members present were essentially agreed 
on the following points: 

1. The present fire station is very well built and in good 
repair. Although the present apparatus space is somewhat 
crowded and the land inadequate for future expansion, this 
problem does not arise at present. 

2. Its location is perhaps in a congested area with the 
attendant possibility of delay in responding to an alarm of 
fire due to traffic, but this is probably not of critical impor- 
tance, and certain steps can be taken to improve the situation 
somewhat. 

3. From the standpoint of quick availability of a fire 
crew the present location is close to ideal, as some fourteen 
call men are employed within less than 100 yards of the fire 
station. The present station is also well located in relation 
to the high risk area. 

4. The present building and land is probably worth some- 
what more than the $15,000 offered. In addition, it is thought 
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that if the building were to be sold, it would have to be put 
out for bids, and could not legally be sold by negotiation with 
a single prospective purchaser. 


5. The idea of selling the present station and building a 
new station on another site was primarily brought to promin- 
ence by the fact than an offer was made to buy it. The offer 
itself is not sufficient cause for moving. 


6. The piece of land offerred as a possible site by the 
Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution is too small for the 
purpose, and therefore is of no use to the Town. 


7. No other suitable site which would not cost the Town 
a substantial amount of money to acquire and/or prepare 
appears to be available at present, although the Committee 
does not say that there might not be such 2 location. 


8. The traffic situation in front of the present station 
can probably be improved by moving the draw-bridge traffic 
light to the West of the fire station brow, so that the cars 
stopped for the open bridge will not prevent apparatus leaving 
the station. This will be looked into and done, if possible. It 
is also proposed to designate more clearly as a “Fire Zone” the 
present “No Parking” area in front of the station and require 
more rigid observance of the parking restrictions in the area. 


9. No pressing need to move the fire station exists at this 
time, therefore further study or search for sites is unwarranted 
at present. The Woods Hole Oceanographic Institution is to 
be informed that the Committee does not feel that they are 
interested in the Institution’s present proposal. 


10. If anything should occur prior to the next Annual 
Town Meeting to change the situation, the Committee will 
reconsider the matter, and if deemed necessary or desirable, 
meet with the Woods Hole community to ascertain public 
opinion.

I herewith submit my annual report as Dog Officer for 
the year of 1954. 


During the past year I have picked up 142 stray dogs; I 
have disposed of 203 dogs plus 28 wild dogs; I have answered 
584 calls; I have returned 80 dogs to their rightful owners. 


I have traveled 9,500 miles. 


I am very much concerned over the increasing number 
of reports that I have received in the past year in regard to 
wild dogs. During the past year, I am sorry to report, that 
there has been an increase in the loss of fowl and live stock, 
namely sheep, also a great deal of damage to prize and valu- 
able hunting dogs after sunset, at which time, owners and 
trainers are quite active. During these hours the owners and 
trainers are not allowed to carry fire arms and are therefore 
quite defenseless against this menace. I further wish to report 
that I am alarmed to find children playing in some of the 
areas where these dogs have been found to roam. 


In view of these facts, I have asked for an increase in my 
budget for 1955 in order that I might give this matter closer 
attention.

Gentlemen: 


The Town Harbor and Wharves Committee herewith 
submits its report for the year 1954. 


Six meetings of the full committee were held throughout 
the year including a visit to all the Harbors of the Town. Sub 
Committees were appointed to study the problems of the 
Town’s harbors and these Sub Committees held meetings to 
discuss harbor problems with townspeople interested. 


Recommendations for rules and regulations for the use 
of Town wharves and bulkheads were made to the Selectmen. 


Several articles have been inserted in the warrant of the 
February 1955 Annual Town Meeting for the consideration of 
the voters. These articles are designed to develop the harbors 
of the Town over a long range period. State assistance is 
requested and plans have been made to meet with the State 
Department of Public Works engineers before Town Meeting 
time. 


Our budget for 1955 requests a sum necessary to make a 
preliminary survey of Falmouth Inner Harbor. This survey 
will enable the Committee to have the necessary information 
to request Federal, State and County funds for the complete 
dredging of Falmouth Inner Harbor. The sand dredged out 
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will be dumped on Falmouth Heights beach. By doing this a 
dual purpose will be accomplished, dredging the harbor and 
improving the Falmouth Heights beach. 


We wish to thank the Beach Committee, Shore Erosion 
Committee, Harbor Master and Town Engineer for their 
cooperation during the year.

Town Harbor and Wharves Committee 
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Report of the Tree Planting Committee 


The Falmouth Tree Planting Committee has carried on © 
its work this year, with the town’s appropriation of $1,000. 
In the early Spring when the committee organized, plans were 
made to complete several projects that had been started in 
the previous years. The work started on Allan Avenue in the 
village was completed. Other work was to be done in the Fall 
which seemed to be a better time for planting. However, with 
the two hurricanes, and the great loss of trees throughout 
Falmouth, our previous plans were cancelled and it was voted 
to try and replace a few of the trees that had been lost in the 
storms. 


The most urgent need appeared to be on the Falmouth 
Village Green. Here four new elms were needed, and these, 
the committee felt, should be fairly sizeable so that there 
would not be too much difference in size between the new 
trees and the older ones. It was voted to hire the H. V. Law- 
rence Company to plant four sizeable elms on the green which 
consumed about half of our appropriation. This work will 
be done during this winter. 


In addition to this, your committee had planted two 
maples on Nye Road, one tree at West Falmouth on the Chap- 
paquoit Road, three trees at Woods Hole, one on the Main 
Road at North Falmouth, and one on Mill Road in the Village. 


There remains a small amount of money in the account 
which will be used for fertilizing, cleaning and mulching 
during the winter. 
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Now especially, with the loss of so many trees during this 
past fall, the committee would greatly appreciate having more 
money to work with. It will be years before Falmouth can 
ever be as beautiful again, even if the larger trees are 
planted. With the cost of materials and labor today, the 
appropriation goes a very little way, and your committee 
hopes to have more money available this next year.

Tree Planting Committee 
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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 10, 1955 


Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Dear Sirs: 


The following is a report and statement for the calendar 
year 1954 of the claims and numerous suits against the Town 
of Falmouth and its Officers and Boards. 


A. Cases Disposed of in 1954 


1. Herbert A. Baker vs. Town of Falmouth. 
Land Court No. 16780 Equity. 


This was a Petition in the Land Court for the purpose of 
having declared invalid the designation as an Agricultural 
District of the land on the Westerly side of the Shore Road, 
West Falmouth, where the two small ponds are located and 
adjoining the Giberti land. The property owners at The 
Cliffs were allowed to intervene and were represented by 
Noah M. Gediman, Esq. This case had been fully tried 
in 1953 at the Land Court and Briefs filed. On April 15, 1954, 
Judge John E. Fenton of the Land Court entered a written 
decision in favor of the Town and denying the action sought 
against the Town. 


2. Sailcoast Shores, Inc., vs. Board of Appeals of the 
Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22784. 


This was an appeal to the Barnstable Superior Court by 
Sailcoast Shores, Inc., from the decision of the Falmouth 
Board of Appeals which denied the application of Sailcoast 
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Shores, Inc., for the use of a portion of its land on Route 
#28, Waquoit, for constructing and operating thereon a group 
of stores. 


This case was fully tried before Judge Eugene A. Hudson 
of the Superior Court sitting at Barnstable, who later handed 
down a decision in favor of the Board of Appeals of the Town 
and sustaining their action in denying this application. 


3. Sailcoast Shores, Inc., vs. Board of Selectmen of the 
Town of Falmouth. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22785. 


This was another appeal to the Superior Court by Sail- 
coast Shores, Inc. Their appeal was from the decision of the 
Board of Selectmen denying their application to build a 
motel on its land on Route #28 in Waquoit. This case was 
tried in conjunction with the preceding case. In addition 
to hearing the witnesses and considering their plans and ex- 
hibits, Judge Hudson had in both of these cases taken a view 
of the property involved. 


In this case his decision was in favor of the Selectmen 
of Falmouth. 


4, Max Cohen vs. Board of Appeals. 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23000 


This was an appeal from a decision of the Board of Ap- 
peals which board had granted with conditions an application 
by Max Cohen for a permit to construct and maintain a motel 
on the tract of land owned by him located between Falmouth 
and West Falmouth and located between the State Highway 
(Route #28) and the Old County Road. This case was referred 
to Robert J. Tilden, Esq., who represented the Falmouth 
Board of Appeals and filed a Demurrer and Answer. In the 
April session at a hearing before Judge Eugene E. Hudson, 
following the filing of a stipulation, Judge Hudson entered 
an order dismissing this appeal, without prejudice. 


One of the questions involved was whether the Board of 
Appeals was the proper tribunal to hear an application for 
a permit to locate and construct a “motel”. That question 
was not decided. 
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5. George Moses et al vs. Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23183 


This was another appeal to the Superior Court from a 
decision of the Board of Appeals by which Emil Tietje, Jr., 
was granted a permit, subject to conditions, to use his prop- 
erty on the Easterly side of Green Pond in the area known 
as Green Harbor as a boat house and for the storage of boats. 
He was allowed to intervene as a party defendant and was 
represented by Robert J. Tilden, Esquire. This case was fully 
heard before Judge Edward T. Broadhurst of the Superior 
Court at Barnstable who handed down a decision sustaining 
the action of the Board of Appeals. As no appeal has been 
taken from the decision of Judge Broadhurst, this case is 
ended. 


B. Cases Pending Against the Town or its Officers or Boards 
1. Royden Burke et al vs. Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22810 


This case will not have to be tried. Other action taken 
with reference to obtaining a permit to use the land involved 
for the removal of sand and gravel, etc. makes this un- 
necessary. The case is to be disposed of by an agreement 
that it be dismissed without costs. 


2. George Skulsky et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town of 
Falmouth and Antone B. Couto, Jr., Tree Warden and 
Moth Superintendent. 

Plymouth Superior Court No. 35593 


Plaintiffs, through this action in the Plymouth County 
Superior Court, claim that they are entitled to damages be- 
cause of the death of one cow and injuries to others which 
they allege were caused by careless and negligent conduct in 
spraying of trees, etc. Demurrer and Answer were filed on 
behalf of the Inhabitants of the Town of Falmouth and on 
behalf of Antone B. Couto, Jr., as Tree Warden and Moth 
Superintendent. The case is still pending on the Superior 
Court jury trial list in Plymouth. 
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NEW COURT CASES IN 1954 


There were many new cases brought against the Town 
and against its Boards or Officers during the calendar year 
1954. The three (3) following cases were appeals to the Super- 
ior Court from decisions by the Falmouth Zoning Board of 
Appeals, viz:— 


3. Daniel J. Mullane et al vs. Board of Appeals 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23117 


This appeal to the Superior Court was from a decision 
of the Board of Appeals whereby George F. Ballentine, Jr., 
was granted a permit to use certain of his land on Megansett 
Harbor for purposes of storing boats thereon. The applicant, 
George F.. Ballentine, Jr., was allowed to intervene as a party 
defendant and was represented by Herbert E. Hunziker, Es- 
quire. The case was fully tried before Judge Edward T. Broad- 
hurst of the Barnstable Superior Court who handed down a 
written decision sustaining the action of the Board of Ap- 
peals. The petitioners have filed with the Clerk of the Super- 
ior Court at Barnstable a claim of appeal from this decision 
to the Massachusetts Supreme Court. Therefore, this matter 
will be in abeyance until there is a decision by the Massachu-~ 
setts Supreme Court whether the action of Judge Broadhurst 
is to be confirmed or overruled. 


4. Harvey M. Ross et als vs. Harold C. Randall, Building 
Inspector of Town of Falmouth, and the New Bedford 
Bargain Store, Inc. 

Barnstable Superior Court No. 23164 


This is a petition in the Superior Court for a writ of 
Mandamus brought for the purpose of having the Building 
Inspector ordered by the Court to revoke a permit authorizing 
Max Cohen to build a motel on his premises on Route #28 
above referred to, such permit having been granted on July 
16, 1954 by the Board of Selectmen subject to certain condi- 
tions; and for the purpose of a restraining order against the 
New Bedford Bargain Store, Inc., which defendant was repre- 
sented by Noah M. Gediman, Esq. The principal question in- 
volved was whether the Board of Selectmen had authority 
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under the provisions of the Town of Falmouth Zoning By- 
Laws to grant such a permit for a “motel”. 


In other words, does the proposed “motel” come within 
the meaning of the definition in the Zoning By-Law of “a 
hotel or lodging house’, as “a building erected for and/or 
used for paying guests, permanently or transiently, where 
over five bedrooms are used for such purposes’. 


Judge Broadhurst decided the case in favor of the Town’s 
representative, its Building Inspector. 


An appeal to the Massachusetts Supreme Court has been 
filed in the Clerk’s office and notice given to counsel. There- 
fore, the final decision of this case will have to await the final 
decision of the Massachusetts Supreme Court. . 


5. Eunice Cate et als vs. Board of Selectmen 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23161 


This is an appeal in the Barnstable Superior Court from 
the action of the Board of Selectmen, by which they granted 
the application of Max Cohen for a “motel” as referred to in 
the above entitled case of Ross vs. the Building Inspector, et 
al. This case also was brought up before Judge Broadhurst, 
but further Court proceedings and the decision in this case 
have been continued to await the decision in the case of Ross 
vs. Building Inspector, et al. 


There are two (2) Land Damage Cases Against the Town 
6. Isaac Robbins vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22920 


This is a petition in the Barnstable County Superior 
Court to have land damages assessed for the taking of the 
land near the head of Falmouth Inner Harbor owned by Isaac 
F. Robbins. The case remains pending in the Barnstable 
Superior Court. It is under consideration for adjustment and 
settlement. The Board of Selectmen are to recommend a 
settlement of this case. An article to that effect will appear 
in the Town Warrant. 
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7. Frederick V. Lawrence, Inc., vs. Town of Falmouth 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22952 


This is a petition in the Superior Court for the assess- 
ment of land damages for the taking for parking purposes 
of certain land of Frederick V. Lawrence, Inc., at Menauhant. 
The case is pending in the Superior Court at Barnstable. The 
validity of the taking is being contested by the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation which holds a mortgage from Fred- 
erick V. Lawrence, Inc., in which mortgage is included the 
land taken. 


Further action in this case will depend upon the decision 
as to the validity of the Taking and possibly as to other 
action under consideration for a disposal of this case. 


There are Two (2) Cases Against the Town 
for Personal Injuries. 


8. Ellen Fitzgerald et al vs. Inhabitants of the Town 
of Falmouth 
Worcester Superior Court No. 110767 


This is a case brought against the Town of Falmouth in 
the Worcester Superior Court by Ellen Fitzgerald, in which 
she claims to have been injured because of an alleged side-~ 
walk defect in the sidewalk on Main Street in Falmouth 
Center. The writ against the Town is in the sum of $10,000.00 
This action is pending in the Superior Court of Worcester 
County and will at a later date come on for trial or for such 
other action as may appear to be best for disposition of the 
case. 


9. William Ferguson vs. Selectmen and/or Inhabitants 
of the Town of Falmouth 
Norfolk Superior Court No. 57280 


This is a case brought against the Selectmen and the 
Town of Falmouth in the Norfolk County Superior Court and 
the writ is in the sum of $10,000.00. The Plaintiff claims to 
have been injured because of a defect in the walk on the 
Southerly side of Grand Avenue at Falmouth Heights. He 
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claims to have fallen into a large hole in that walk on 
the evening of September 1, which was on the evening of the 
day following the hurricane commonly known as “Carol”. 
That particular area had been badly damaged by the action 
of the hurricane at that time. 


County Cases Referred in 1954 to Falmouth 
for Defense and Settlement 


There were two (2) land damage cases brought in the 
Barnstable Superior Court against the County of Barnstable 
which in 1954 were referred to Falmouth to defend or settle 
Both cases arose out of the widening and relocation by the 
County Commissioners of the Shore Road in West Falmouth. 
The Town of Falmouth is required to pay the land damages 
in these cases although they are cases brought against the 
County of Barnstable. 


1. Elizabeth Perry vs. County of Barnstable 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 23036 


This case has been disposed of by agreement arranged 
for by the Selectmen and Counsel under which the County 
has agreed to pay a comparatively moderate sum to the 
plaintiff. The County will require the Town to reimburse it 
for the amount paid. 


2. Joseph V. Giberti vs. County of Barnstable 
Barnstable Superior Court No. 22465 


The Town has taken over the defense of this action for 
land damages arising out of the same widening and relocation 
of the Shore Road, West Falmouth, by the County Commis- 
sioners, and this case will be on the April Jury List at Barn- 
stable for trial or settlement. 


SUMMARY OF PENDING CASES 


1. There are two (2) cases now in process for determi- 
nation by the Massachusetts Supreme Court in both of which 
cases the decisions of the Superior Court were favorable to 
the Town. 
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2. There are two (2) land damage cases against the 
Town pending in the Barnstable County Superior Court. 


3. There is one (1) case brought against the County of 
Barnstable pending in the Barnstable Superior Court which 
has to be defended or settled by the Town of Falmouth. 


4. There are two (2) cases for trial by the Superior Court 
in which damages are claimed for alleged injuries caused by 
highway defects, one case being in Worcester County and 
the other case being in Norfolk County. 


5. There is one (1) case pending in Plymouth County 
for damages caused to cows. 


The year 1954 has been a year in which frequent law 
suits or equity appeals have been brought against the Town 
or its Boards or Officers, much more than ever before in any 
one year. The fact that all of the Superior Court decisions 
in the Zoning cases have been in favor of the Town of Fal- 
mouth should have the effect of discouraging this type of 
litigation.

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Report of the Town Forest Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 

We submit herewith the Report of the Town Forest Com- 
mittee for the year 1954. 

The committee held six meetings during the year. The 
Town Forester, Mr. Edgar Senter, resigned as of April first. 
Work in the forest was suspended until June 21 when Mr. 
Lloyd Baldwin, a graduate in forestry of Massachusetts State 
University, took up the duties of Town Forester. Work was 
again suspended during September, while the Forester did 
emergency duty for the Fire Department on account of the 
hurricanes. A helper for Mr. Baldwin has been employed 
since the last week in August. 

In spite of the interruptions occasioned by the change 
in personnel and the storms, satisfactory progress has been 
made in improving the forest. The major accomplishments 
were the following. 

1. The area around the main gate on Route 28 has been 
mowed and fallen timber removed to improve the beauty 
of the towns approach. 

2. A sign has been erected at the main gate on Wishing 
Moon Hill. 

3. One and one-half miles of road running along the west 
side of Long Pond, from the main entrance, has been 
graded to allow access for fire apparatus. Drainage 
ditches have been installed and brushing has maintained 
the principal existing roads and trails. 
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4. Three acres of old white pine plantations at the north 
end of Long Pond have been released and pruned. 


5. Seven acres of the new plantation on Route 28 were 
brushed to release seedlings recently planted. These 
seedlings have grown well during the last year. 

6. The forest has been patrolled nights and Sundays when 
necessary. 


The hurricanes blew down a few trees weakened by age 
and disease, but damaged very few crop trees. A few wash- 
outs occurred on the steeper roads. Damage to the truck 
shared by the Beach Committee and the Forest Committee 
delayed work in the forest into October, when a second hand 
truck was purchased to enable work to continue. 

Work planned for the immediate future includes: 

1. Opening a roadway to Long Pond on the northwest side 
for access of fire equipment. 

2. Repair and maintenance of roads and trails for fire pro- 
tection. 


3. Releasing and pruning of old plantations of conifers 
along Northeast side of Long Ponds 

4. Complete the replanting of the area along Route 28 
recently cleared and partially replanted. 

5. Use of 245-D and 24-D to retard growth of hardwood 
stumps in above mentioned area. 


The committee wishes to acknowledge the co-operation 
of the Forest Warden’s Department in improving the access 
roads in the Town Forest for fire protection under his “fire 
break” work.

Report of the West Falmouth Library 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The West Falmouth Library, in 1954, rounded out 75 years 
of life, and has become a well-established unit of the village’s 
educational life. The past year was a very busy one at this 
institution. 4,700 books and magazines went out over the desk. 
‘The new accessions were 147 books, of which 54 were gifts 
from good friends, and the rest purchases. We had a loan 
of 60 books, mostly for young readers, from the State Depart- 
ment of Public Libraries to meet the heavy demands of the 
summer readers. A number of up-to-date books in science 
and history for High School students were added in the spring. 
We have sent, as usual, some of our duplicates and other 
extras to the American Merchant Marine Library in Boston. 
We have 15 periodicals, several of these being gifts. We have 
had new readers to the number of 90. 


The Play School held three mornings a week in the Li- 
brary below stairs, brings young life to the old building. It is 
the meeting place for Troops of Girl Scouts and Brownies. 
Other educational and social gatherings have multiplied dur- 
ing the year. Harmony Hill musicians gave a very fine concert, 
as a benefit for the Library, in August, that was a great suc- 
cess. A small extension and new entrance at the rear of the 
building make for better use of the building’s facilities, and 
the town’s new parking space at the side is a very great help 
in every way.

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Report of the Recreation Building Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Following is the report of the Recreation Building Com- 
mittee for the year 1954: 


Committee Meetings: 

Regular meetings were held in the Recreation Building 
on the Second Monday of each month. Because of the meet- 
ings both regular and special being held in the building a 
most splendid opportunity was given the Committee to ob- 
serve the building while in operation. Supervised Activities 
were most closely observed by the Committee Members. 


Personnel: 

The Committee sincerely hopes that this report will give 
to the Townspeople a true picture of the tremendously diffi- 
cult task that confronts our Directors every day the building 
is open. Your Committee strongly feel that stands taken by 
our Director in the past have been with one view in mind, the 
making of all facilities of the building available to any and 
all who enter the building. The Committee after a most 
complete discussion by the Director, have always unanimously 
approved the Director’s stand. 


Rules and Regulations: 

A very careful screening of all requests for the use of the 
building and its facilities is always maintained. Groups secur- 
ing the use of the building are immediately made aware of 
the Rules and Regulations relation to the building and its 
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operation. The Committee is pleased to inform the Citizens 
of Falmouth, that cooperation by groups using the building 
has been outstanding. 


Recommendations: 


The Committee wish to thank Citizens of Falmouth for 
making available to the Committee the money so badly needed 
for Special Repairs. The work has been completed with the 
Lobby being painted under the original amount voted for 
painting the exterior with two coats. The amount voted for 
installation of an oil furnace was adequate enough to include 
an electrical hot water unit. The kitchen was completely 
renovated, with a new sink, range donated by the School 
Department and a series of cupboards built around the walls 
thus giving the building a modern and usable kitchen. 


The Committee feels there remains but two very important 
needs and they are the replacing of the badly worn backdrop 
and wing curtains on the stage with adequate fireproofed 
curtains. This can be handled by a $300.00 amount voted for 
Maintenance and Repairs. Also the present shower room is 
disgraceful and must be completely renovated in order to 
make that much used facility available. The Tiling, Painting 
and furnishing of new fixtures in shower and other repairs 
found necessary can be adequately taken care of by $1,000.00 
allocated to Maintenance and Repair. With new groups or- 
ganized for Volley Ball etc. the use of the shower will be 
in more demand, it must be attended to immediately.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Highway Surveyor submits herewith his report of 
the Highway Department for 1954. 


The Chapter 90 Maintenance program for 1954 has been 
completed. This work included the resurfacing of John Par- 
ker Road in East Falmouth with asphalt for a distance of 2,900 
feet and seal-coating with sand cover the entire length of 
the road for a distance of 6,400 feet. Central Avenue, Menau- 
hant, was seal-coated for a distance of 10,300 feet with one- 
half inch crushed stone; North Shore Road (Old State High- 
way), running from Route 28, Palmer Avenue, to State 
Highway, West Falmouth, was seal-coated with three-eights 
inch stone for 6,178 feet; the north end of Sandwich Road 
was seal-coated with one-half inch stone for 5,600 feet. The 
cost of the work was $12,000, with the State appropriating 
one-third of the cost, the County one-third and the Town one- 
third. Reimbursement from the State and County to the 
Town was $8,000. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1952 is 
closed with the completion of new construction with mix-in- 
place on Old Silver Beach Road and Nashawena Avenue for a 
distance of 6,150 feet, running south towards West Falmouth. 
This was a continuation of the 1951 contract. The delay in 
the completion of the work was caused by laying the new 
water mains in that area. Cost of the contract was $28,000; 
the State appropriation was $14,000, County and Town $7,000 
each. The reimbursement to the Town will be $21,000. 
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The Chapter 90 New Construction 1953 contract has been 
closed with the new construction of Nashawena Bridge and 
resurfacing Nashawena Avenue with mix-in-place for 911 
feet, and 1,480 feet with asphalt pavement, to Nonamesset 
Road, running west to Chappaquoit Island Road. This was a 
continuation of the 1952 contract. The total cost of the work 
was $27,200; the State’s appropriation was one-half of the 
cost, and the County and Town each paid one-quarter. Reim- 
bursement to the Town is $19,700, including the bridge 
construction. 


The Chapter 90 New Construction contract for 1954 has 
been received, the layout having been approved by the County 
Commissioners. This work will be the new construction of 
Valley Road, which has been started by the Department. 


All Chapter 90 Maintenance and New Constrution con- 
tracts are completed with Town labor and equipment, under 
the supervision of the Highway Surveyor. 


A method of seal-coating, called “armor coating”, for 
sealing the roads against the weather has been developed by 
applying a coating of heavy asphalt to the surface of the road 
and then rolling fine stone, embedding it into the road with a 
10-ton roller. The asphalt provides a seal against the weather, 
and the stone provides protection against the wear of traffic. 
Trap rock is used in this process because it will support the 
roller without crushing the stone. If an inferior stone is used 
and crushes under the pressure of the roller, the purpose is 
defeated because pulverized stone does not provide an ade- 
quate surface for the road. 


In this manner, the following roads were seal-coated: 
Brick Kiln Road, running east from Sandwich Road to West 
Falmouth, for a distance of one mile; Silver Beach Avenue, 
one mile; Wild Harbor Road, one mile; Oyster Pond Road, one 
mile; Waquoit East End Road, one mile; Meadow Neck Road, 
Waquoit, one mile; Seapit Road, Waquoit, one mile and Old 
Meeting House Road, East Falmouth, one mile. 


The following roads were widened, hardened and 
straightened during 1954: Harbor Hill Road, Woods Hole, for 
a distance of 2,700 feet; Narragansett Street, Maravista, 550 
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feet; Field Street, North Falmouth, 540 feet; Minot Street, 
785 feet; Allan Avenue, 500 feet; Worcester Park East, Fal- 
mouth Heights, 840 feet; Ginger Street and Vidal Avenue, 
East Falmouth, 1,600 feet, and also Seapit Town Landing and 
the West Falmouth Parking Area. The material used in all 
this work was mix-in-place asphalt. 

The sidewalk construction during the year included seal- 
coating and resurfacing the following sidewalks: Main Street, 
Falmouth, 8,000 feet; Locust Street, 800 feet; Shore Street, 
600 feet; Route 28, East Falmouth, 1,000 feet and Old County 
Road, Waquoit, 800 feet. 

Traffic signs are erected at the request of the Board of 
Selectmen and the Chief of Police. This year 314 new traffic 
signs were placed, including 60 Slow Children signs, 50 Slow, 
48 Stop, 12 One Way and 144 No Parking. 


All street sign repair work and painting of new signs is 
done in the Highway Department shop. This year 150 signs 
were repainted and 100 new signs were made. 


Wooden and cement guard rail posts have been painted 
and repaired and new railings constructed wherever necessary. 


The following bridges were painted and steel rods re- 
placed wherever the salt water had corroded them: Great 
Pond Bridge, Maravista; Meadow Neck Bridge, Waquoit; 
Chappaquoit Island Bridge, West Falmouth and Bourne Pond 
Bridge, Menauhant. 


The usual amount of patching and maintenance work has 
been completed to maintain the good condition of the roads. 
and gravel roads have been graded and gravel applied where- 
ever necessary. Brush was mowed during the spring and fall. 
while brush along the roadside is mowed during the year. The 
work of patching, maintenance and cutting brush is continued 
throughout the year. 


There were six snow storms during the year and 2,300 
yards of sand were used for sanding slippery highways. 


The Highway shed and repair shop are in good condition 
and trucks and equipment have been kept in good repair by 
the shop mechanics. 
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Despite the additional work provided by hurricanes 
“Carol” and “Edna”, the Highway program for 1954 has been 
completed on schedule, with the exception of Hamlin Avenue, 
the construction of which will commence in the spring. Addi- 
tional work which was done as a result of the hurricanes was 
extensive. The emergency work included participation in 
Rescue, Evacuation and Transportation in conjunction with 
the Civil Defense Agency, clearing the streets of debris and 
making temporary repairs so that all the roads were passable 
within a few days after the storms. However, all permanent 
repairs to roads, culverts and railings have now heen 
completed. 


Surf Drive has been completely rebuilt, seal-coated and 
the guard rails replaced, and the Fresh River Culvert has been 
rebuilt. The road over the culvert on Little Pond River in 
Menauhant has been rebuilt. Approaches to Great Pond 
Bridge and Green Pond Bridge have been rebuilt and the 
guard railings have been replaced. Grand Avenue South and 
the Chappaquoit Island roads have been rebuilt. The Menau- 
hant Road has been made passable but not permanently 
rebuilt because of the new road layout pending. 


The Town of Falmouth and the Highway Department, 
especially, has suffered a great loss this year with the death 
of our general foreman, Joseph Rego Towers. He ‘served the 
Town for 17 years, with great pride, faithfully, honestly and 
with willingness to help in all ways. He will indeed be missed, 
both personally and for his knowledge of road work, by all 
his associates. 

I wish to express my appreciation to the Board of Select- 
men, department heads and to my personnel for their gen- 
erous cooperation throughout the year, and especially during 
the hurricanes.

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Report of the Water Commissioners 
1954 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We submit herewith for your approval our 1954 annual 
report of the activities of the Water Department. 


Mr. Joseph R. Hall was re-elected to the Board of Water 
Commissioners for a three year term at the annual election 
in February. The Board organized with George R. Thayer, 
chairman; Mr. Ormond C. Ellery, vice chairman; and Mr. 
Joseph R. Hall, secretary. John W. Hughes was re-appointed 
superintendent. 


The extensive improvements to the distribution system 
authorized at the Annual Town Meeting resulted in an un- 
usually busy year. Although the services of Whitman & 
Howard were engaged for design and supervision, the many 
details inherent in a project of this size taxed the facilities 
of our entire organization. Other activities, although slightly 
below previous years, continued at a high level. A total of 
184 new service connections were installed, 5 less than the 
previous year, and 43 services required renewal of piping. 
Although rainfall for the year was considerably above normal, 
we pumped 461,402,400 gallons, an increase of 164% million 
gallons over the previous year, and the greatest amount 
pumped in any one year to date. Cash receipts remained 
about the same as the previous year. 

On May ist Mr. Aniba Miranda, who served the town 
faithfully as pipe layer and maintenance man for over 30 
years, retired on pension. 

A new Burroughs billing machine was installed in April 
and is a decided improvement over the long hand method 
formally used. Considerable time and effort was required 
to convert our accounts to the new method, however, the im- 
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provement in accuracy and efficiency in billing has proven 
the superiority of this system. 

A new motor operated Elliott addressing machine was 
also purchased to replace a hand operated machine that had 
been in use for many years. 

Our office quarters in Town Hall were moved by the 
Selectmen from the location occupied by this department 
for many years to the quarters vacated by the Welfare Dept. 
and Health Dept. Although the floor area at this new location 
is slightly larger, we find it impossible to operate efficiently 
in the space available. Our organization has grown to the 
extent that at least 50% more area is required. Since this is 
not available in town hall, we are now seeking suitable cjuar- 
ters elsewhere. 


Receipts from water rates and charges amounted to 
$142,429.75, a slight decline from the previous year and caused 
by a drop in revenue from excess water charges resulting 
from the above normal rainfall during the Summer months. 
The 5% discount for prompt payment was discontinued on 
June 30. This seemed more advisable than an increase in 
water rates at this time. Bonded debt increased to $573,300.00. 
The greater part of this figure represents the $480,000.00 bond 
issue authorized at the Annual Town Meeting for improve- 
ment of fire flows in the distribution system. As pointec out 
previously, the department cannot assume payment of prin- 
cipal and interest on this issue from water revenue. Since 
the improvements were required to improve fire flows, and 
since no revenue has been received for hydrant rental since 
1933, it seems only reasonable to assume the cost of improve- 
ments should be met by tax levy. Surplus revenue available 
each year is hardly adequate to meet the most conservative 
long range plans for badly needed improvements. 


Minor extension of mains were installed as requested up 
to the limit of funds available. The work carried on under 
Improvements and Replacements account included connect- 
ing several dead ends to improve circulation and fire flows. 
Much of the work planned under this heading could not be 
completed, but materials were purchased and several projects 
are scheduled for the ensuing year. 
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Essential maintenance has been carried on as usual, but 
sufficient labor was not available to step up this program 
to the desired level. All hydrants were inspected periodically 
and repairs made on about 55. Four hydrants were damaged 
by automobiles, two were changed to steamer type, and two 
required barrel extensions. We were unable to cut in gate 
valves on hydrant branches not having them, and we hope 
this important program may be more vigorously pursued dur- 
ing the coming year. 


No serious leaks developed and the usual troublesome 
breaks were not as numerous as the previous year. 


Although rainfall for the year was substantially above 
normal, our total pumping increased to 461,400,100 gallons. 
This is 16,445,100 gallons more than the previous year. Daily 
and weekly peak totals were down and our records seem to 
indicate the increased pumping was spread quite uniformly 
throughout the year. Had precipitation been below normal 
it is doubtful we could meet the demand. 


The improvements of the distribution system completed 
to date have resulted in a reduction of the friction head 
against which our pumps must operate. Although the re- 
duction is far from what eventually must be accomplished 
it is sufficient to warrant a limited increase in capacity during 
the coming year and studies are now being made to determine 
the most practical method of increasing capacity to tempo- 
rarily keep pace with the demand. Peak days of 3.6 million 
gallons are now a regular occurence and an extended dry 
spell could result in 4 million gallons daily. Projecting our 
experiences of the past several years into the future it does 
not seem unreasonable to expect a 5 million gallon daily peak 
within the next five to ten yeas. We cannot handle this 
volume now due to the high friction head involved and ad- 
ditional capacity to be installed this year must of necessity 
be a compromise and also fit into the overall plan. As we 
approach the capacity we will require in the near future, the 
problem becomes so complex that the solution is certain to 
be a sizeable project. 


Automatic controls were installed on the two existing 
electric pumps and have worked out very well. The arrange- 
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ment is extremely flexible and either pump may be controlled 
by either the Woods Hole, Quissett or West Falmouth tanks 
with the existing telemeter system. This arrangement keeps 
the tanks nearly full during periods of normal demand and 
eliminates the drop in water level that occurs with manual 
operation when no operator is in attendance. 

Long Pond continued at a high level reaching 40” on May 
21. The lowest reading recorded was 2314” on November 14. 

We continued to apply 2 PPM of Calgon with good re- 
sults. Minor problems with rusty water occur occasionally 
and can usually be corrected by flushing. A new automatic 
chlorinator was installed in connection with the electric 
pumps and will automatically maintan the proper dosage in 
relation to the rate of flow. We have maintained a chlorine 
residual of .2 to .25 PPM as required by the Mass. Dept. of 
Public Health. This is slightly higher than previous years 
but is the minimum now required. Bacteriologically and 
chemically the quality of the water remained satisfactory. 

The Waquoit pumping station was also equipped for auto- 
matic operation which has resulted in a saving in labor costs 
and maintained the Waquoit tank at the proper level except 
during periods of heavy demand. 


A total of 11,793 ft. of pipe was cleaned by our own forces 
with excellent results. This program should be stepped up to 
at least 10 miles annually in an effort to completely clean 
all unlined pipe within the next few years. An 8” cleaner has 
been purchased and we hope to clean a large amount of this 
size. 


All trucks have been maintained in good condition. No 
new units were purchased during the year, but our oldest 
pick-up, a 1947 model should be replaced and provisions for 
this will be made in our budget. 

Little progress was made on the sectional plans started 
the previous year and funds will be requested in our budget 
to engage the services of qualified personnel to continue this 
important project. 

The altitude valve at the West Falmouth tank was re- 
placed in conjunction with water main improvements in that 
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area, and a suitable by-pass and valving arrangement de- 
signed and installed to provide foolproof operation. The 
Quissett and Woods Hole tanks will require the same arrange- 
ment, and we hope to include this in our 1955 work schedule. 
No tanks were painted during the year, however, the Waquoit 
tank is scheduled for attention on both the inside and outside. 


The August 31 Hurricane, “Carol” took its toll of water 
facilities. The most serious break occurred on Surf Drive 
where 200 ft. of a new 10” main was washed out resulting in 
the loss of a large volume of water before the trouble was 
located and tide water subsided sufficiently to locate and 
operate gate valves. The Great Pond bridge crossing was 
damaged at both approaches and it was necessary to isolate 
the bridge crossing and feed the Acapesket section through 
a temporary 2” surface line which was installed. Sections 
of mains were exposed at several locations by wash of tide 
water and a number of valve boxes, service boxes and meter 
pits were also damaged. Permanent repairs and replacement 
work has been slow. Much of the work is being done by our 
regular staff with such outside assistance as may be required 
on the larger jobs. On this basis we estimate it will take a 
year to complete all repair work. The cost of major repairs 
has been paid from emergency funds of the Town and full 
reimbursement from the State is expected. 


Electric power at the pumping station was off for about 
15 hours and the gasoline standby engines were used during 
this period. Considering the scope of the storm, the power 
company did a remarkable job restoring service, and since 
this was the first major storm since converting our pumping 
station to electric power, we were impressed with the service 
rendered. 


The work planned under the $480,000.00 bond issue au- 
thorized at the Annual Town Meeting for improvements to 
the distribution system was substantially complete by the 
end of the year. Although final flow tests are not scheduled 
until early next year, spot checks indicate the volume of 
water available in the improved areas meet the requirements 
of the insurance rating bureau, and that these requirements 
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could be fully maintained during the period of peak domestic 
demand. 


The distribution system North of the pumping station 
including West Falmouth, Old Silver Beach, North Falmouth, 
Megansett and New Silver Beach was thoroughly reinforced 
by new 12” and 16” feeder mains. A 12” main was installed 
on Gifford Street to complete a new feeder from the pumping 
station to the center of town. The 10” section installed on 
Surf Drive completes another loop between the center of 
town and the Woods Hole area, and improves the flows from 
the Quissett tank to either or both of these areas. Improve- 
ments to the Falmouth Heights section which were tenta- 
tively scheduled in the original project but held in abeyance 
until it could be definitely determined sufficient money would 
be available, was completed and will correct many of the 
deficiencies that existed in this area. The loop completed 
between the dead ends at Acapesket and Davisville is a de- 
cided improvement, but additional improvements will be re- 
quired in this area. 


The volume of work completed was greater than original- 
ly estimated, about 12 miles of 10”, 12” and 16” pipe was 
installed. All materials were purchased by the department 
at a favorable price. The contracts for laying the pipe were 
awarded to the lowest bidder, namely, E. Susi & Williams, of 
Dedham, Mass., who was awarded the first section, and C. 
DiMartino & Sons, Inc., of Hyde Park, Mass., who was awarded 
the second and largest section. The contract price in each 
case was very favorable and the quality of the work excellent. 
The job was split into two sections in an effort to get an 
early start. The first section which included Gifford Street 
and Surf Drive was completed with good dispatch by the con- 
tractor. The second section which included the balance of 
the work was completed late in the year, and all piping and 
hydrants were in full service by the end of December. Pro- 
gress was good, and considering the usual delays in delivery 
of materials which are expected on a job of this size, the 
entire job progressed smoothly and with a minimum of in- 
convenience to traffic. The supervision of construction was 
handled by Mr. John Mahoney, resident engineer for Whit- 
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man & Howard, and Mr. Dominic DiMartino acted as super- 
intendent for the contractor, C. DeMartino & Sons, Inc. The 
fine spirit of co-operation of all concerned simplified handling 
of administrative details by our own staff. 


We wish to emphasize, that although the improvements 
completed were extensive, there remains much to be done 
in other sections to bring the distribution system up to mini- 
mum requirements. The last major improvements to the dis- 
tribution system were made more than 25 years ago and 
when the growth of the town during this period is considered, 
it is evident that the distribution system has not kept pace 
with this growth. We have made a good start during 1954 and 
realize that future improvements must be on a long term 
basis. As pointed out at the last Town Meeting, the insurance 
rating bureau has tentatively approved our long range plan 
of using surplus funds each year for this purpose, and we feel 
certain they will be patient with us if we follow through. We 
have, therefore, instructed our engineers to continue their 
study of flows in the deficient areas as well as areas that may 
be extended to in the future so we will have available a good 
overall plan for long range future improvements and ex- 
pansion. 

In conclusion, we wish to thank our engineers, Whitman 
& Howard, and particularly Mr. Paul Howard, for their ex- 
cellent co-operation and the fine manner in which they 
handled our problems. We also wish to express our appre- 
ciation to the various town officials and departments for their 
co-operation and assistance. To our own staff, who served 
so faithfully, must go the credit for progress made during 
the year.

The roof of station and house which was damaged in the 
hurricane has been repaired and is in good condition with the 
exception of a leak around one chimney which has since 
developed. 


The bathroom in house has been papered during the year.

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Report of the Sewer Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We submit herewith our first report of the Woods Hole 
Sewer System. 


At the annual election held on February 24, 1953 the 
town voted to have the Water Commissioners act as Sewer 
Commissioners and early in April 1954 the system was turned 
over to us by the previous Commissioners. 


A considerable amount of time and effort has been spent 
setting up a proper administrative and maintenance routine, 
obtaining plans and in general becoming acquainted with the 
system and the problems involved. 


A maintenance program and schedule of operation has 
been set up which includes chlorination as required by the 
Mass. Dept. of Public Health. The pumping station equip- 
ment is checked daily and lubricated at regular intervals. 
Sewer mains have not had the attention they require and 
a schedule of periodic flushing will be inaugurated as part 
of our program. We now require strict supervision by our 
inspector of all house connections installed. This will assure 
the property owner the work will be done according to the 
regulations established and give good service for many years. 
We note that some of the house connections installed previ- 
ously have given trouble on occasions and every effort will 
be made to insist on a high standard of workmanship by con- 
tractors on all future connections. 


Hurricane damage at the sewer pumping station was ex- 
tensive. All electrical equipment and wiring required a com- 
plete overhaul, outside doors were damaged beyond repair 
and were replaced and extensive cleaning of the station in- 
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terior was necessary. Most of this work is completed and 
remaining work in the station plus several small projects 
outside should be completed by next Spring. All hurricane 
damage bills have been paid from emergency town funds and 
full reimbursement from the State is expected. 


The order for sewer assessments was recorded at the 
Barnstable County Registry of Deeds early in December, 
however, the Town Counsel has determined that certain legis- 
lation will be required to meet the requirements of the Gen- 
eral Laws. A bill was filed in the State Legislature and upon 
passage we will be in a position to bill the betterment assess- 
ment voted by Town Meeting. The use charge also voted by 
Town Meeting will be billed at an early date. 


In conclusion we wish to state that less than fifty build- 
ings now use the sewer system and we sincerely hope that 
more of the abuttors will take advantage of the facilities the 
town has made available to them.

Oil burner fires are again this year one of our chief 
causes of fires. We find that most of these fires are caused by 
improper operation rather than defective equipment. 

Through the use of a fuseable safety valve we find that 
the fire has been extinguished by this valve closing off the 


oil supply and the fire is either out or under control when we 
arrive. However, where a loss has been sustained we find in 


most cases that the oil burner has been installed without the 
proper permit being obtained and this valve has not been in- 
stalled thereby allowing the fire to get beyond control. 

Most of our electrical fires this year were due to hurri- 
cane damage and the resulting overloading of the services 
when the electricity was restored. 

I wish to commend Lieutenant James F. Rogers and 


Lieutenant Raleigh Costa for the fine job done in their 
first year’s work as Fire Inspectors. 
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May I take this opportunity to express my gratitude and 
appeciation to Chief Wells for his aid, co-operation and guid- 
ance through my long association with him. Upon his re- 
tirement from the department I wish him health, happiness 
and prosperity and assure him that he will be missed a great 
many times.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM SYSTEM 


Chief Ray D. Wells 

Falmouth Fire Department 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 

Sir: 

In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby submit 
my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm System 
for which I am responsible. 

The fire alarm system was hard hit this year by three 
hurricanes, and by high voltage lines that were weakened 
from the effects of the hurricanes causing a number of fire 
alarm boxes and other alarm equipment to be burned out. 

A total of six fire alarm boxes, two fire alarm tappers and 
all high voltage arrestors were damaged or destroyed. Two 
alarm boxes and one alarm box pedestal went under water 
and were destroyed, one at Penzance Point, Woods Hole, and 
one at New Silver Beach. Two “Master” fire alarm boxes were 
completely burned out and had to be sent to the factory for 
major repairs. 

One of these boxes was at the Woods Hole Oceanographic 
Institute, and the other at the Falmouth Publishing Co., 
Depot Avenue, Falmouth. 

Box 32 Woods Hole, and box 453 West Falmouth were both 
burned out and I am asking for two new boxes to replace these 
as the Horni Signal Manufacturing Co. is no longer in business 
and parts for the boxes made by them are no longer available. 

The underground fire alarm cable at Penzance Point was 
washed out in several places and at this time all fire alarm 
boxes at Penzance are out of service. This is a private instal- 
lation and we do not have the money to put it back in service. 

I wish at this time to thank the Town Forest Committee 
for their co-operation for the services of the Town Forester 
Mr. Lloyd Baldwin and Mr. Joseph Tavares for all the help 
they gave me after the hurricanes, also my thanks to Master 
Mechanic William Burtis and Leonard Perry for their help. 

Routine checking and testing of all fire alarm equipment 
and the transferring of wire and equipment to new utility 
poles has been done this year. 
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All fire alarm boxes and pedestals should be painted next 
year, and most of the boxes along the waterfront will have to 
have the conduit and wires connecting them to the system 
replaced due to rust and corrosion. 


I have replaced two banks of fire alarm batteries this year 
and I am asking for the last bank of batteries in my next 
year’s budget to replace the final bank. This will take care 
of all the batteries for several years to come. 


I am asking for wire and pole equipment in my budget 
to replace some sections of wire that is in poor condition. 

This past year I have attended two of the New England 
Section meetings of the International Municipal Signal As- 
sociation Inc., of which I am a member and have found these 
meetings to be very beneficial to me in fire alarm and radio 
work. 


Up to this date I have not replaced any of the high vol- 
tage arrestors as I am contemplating using a better type 
arrestor in order to give the alarm system better protection, 
due to the fact that the Cape & Vineyard Electric Co. have 
increased the voltage in their primary circuits from 2,400 to 
4,800 volts all through the town. 

I have again worked with the Christmas Lighting Com- 
mittee, and have served several other town departments in 
an electrical capacity. 

The radio system is in good working order and should not 
require any other than the regular adjustments and repairs 
for the coming year. 

I want to take this opportunity to extend to the Chief my 
thanks and appreciation for all the help and co-operation 
that he has so generously given me while serving under him 
as a fireman and as Superintendent of the Fire Alarm System. 

In his retirement from the fire department I want to wish 
him the best of health, happiness and prosperity for all the 
years ahead.

MASTER MECHANIC’S REPORT 


Chief Ray D. Wells

Sir: 
I hereby submit my report for the year ending December 
31, 1954, for the maintenance and repair of fire apparatus. 


The major repairs for the year are as follows: 


Ladder 1: Have replaced front end steering assembly, 
which includes front axle, pittman arm, drag links, tie rod 
joints, steer box controls and larger steering wheel. This 
work was done by Maxim Co. 


Engine 2: Has been completely repainted. Bid for this 
was awarded to Savery Chevrolet Co. 


Engine 4: Replaced new distributor and magneto and 
repaired carburetor. This kit was submerged in salt water 
during Carol and will deteriorate rapidly. 


Due to the hurricanes and salt water, there has oeen 
replacement of batteries, generators, starter switches, regu- 
lators and many minor parts damage which are still showing 
up. There were three trucks which were submerged in salt 
water during rescue operations that had to be completely torn 
apart and cleaned. One of which I am still working on. 


The department obtained a new chief’s car and ser'vice 
truck during the year. The chief’s car has worked satisfac- 
torily, except for minor repairs. 


The new service truck, which is a panel type vehicle, has 
been working to a great advantage. This truck has been 
equipped with a 25,000 watt power plant, 4,500 watt flood 
lights, 1,000 foot cord with connections, battery jumpers, a 
two way radio installation, 4 road flares, supply of gasoline, 1 
tool kit and many minor articles. The assembling of this 
truck and equipment was done by members within the de- 
patment under the direction of the chief. 
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In addition there was immediate check up of all trucks 
and vehicles following a fire call as well as continued daily 
maintenance, or routine checking, to keep all vehicles ready 
for immediate response to any emergency call.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


I submit herewith my thirty-fifth and last report as Chief 
of your fire department. The Town having adopted the state 
law which requires members of the fire department to retire 
upon reaching their sixty-fifth birthday will apply to the 
undersigned this coming year. 


The only personnel changes in the department this year 
was making Athur C. Medeiros a permanent firefighter which 
resulted in a vacancy being created by the retirement of 
Captain Manuel L. Turner and the promotion that followed. 
. Robert E. Williams was then appointed as a provisional em- 
ployee under the Civil Service authority to complete the list 
of members in the permanent force. However, upon the 
return of Charles M. Corey from the Navy his services will 
cease. 


There have been five occasions when the fire department 
has been called upon to pump out flooded cellars. At times 
there have been more calls for pumping then we were able to 
take care of as we only own one cellar pump that is suitable 
for that purpose. Again I wish to remind the public that 
there are private contractors who are able to do this work 
and we believe that the fairest way to respond to calls with 
our limited equipment is to go on the basis of first come first 
serve, taking in to account a health menace, 


I have been obliged to recall the off duty permanent force 
from off duty to service owing to emergencies. On all occa- 
sions it was due to weather conditions. Three of which were 
hurricanes and one for snow storm. 


On August 31, having been warned by weather forecasts 
of the previous day, it was noted that the barometer was 
falling rapidly during the early morning hours. At 7:15 a.m. 
we received our first reported trouble of trees falling on the 
fire alarm circuits. At 9:19 a.m. I ordered all men on the off 
duty shift to work; proceeded to organize shore patrol crews 
and special response. At 9:46, Mr. Friar, Civil Defense Dir- 
ector called and advised that a serious emergency had been 
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declared, at which time, I put a general alarm signal through 
and called all callmen to duty. At 12:12 Otis Field responded 
by sending ten trucks and special equipment to the aid of 
the fire department for making rescues. Every piece of move- 
able fire equipment in the department, all pemanent men and 
many callmen responded to duty. The records show that the 
* fire department was responsible for rescuing 137 persons who 
were endangered or imperiled by the hurricane. The peak of 
the hurricane appeared to be past at 3 o’clock, but it was not 
until 12:13 a.m. September 2 that all members of the depart- 
ment were dismissed. The entire permanent membership and 
those called for duty are to be highly commended for their 
superior work in rescuing persons. Five of the permanent 
men were injured but none were hospitalized. During the 
hurricane, we lost by immersion three of our fire trucks. At 
the time of this writing two have been salvaged and returned 
to service. The greatest expense caused by the hurricane was 
payment of service for men called to duty and for extra- 
ordinary repairs and unusual expenses incurred due to the 
activities of the department. Radio communication was es- 
tablished and maintained throughout the hurricane because 
the emergency electric generating unit was in operation. 


We were just about recovered from our extra ordinary 
activities with regard to Hurricane Carol when we experienced 
the unusual of getting another hurricane warning known as 
Edna on September 11. At this time the barometer dropped 
to a low of 28.35 inches and again the emergency call was put 
through at 9:05 a.m. This storm did not do as much damage 
by water as Carol but because of the very high winds our fire 
alarm was again knocked helter-skelter and rendered useless. 
All men were dismissed at 5:52 p.m. 


On October 15, at 2:18 a.m., we received a hurricane 
warning known as Hazel and were advised to make prepara- 
tions for winds up to 135 miles an hour. At 6:50 a.m. Mr. 
Friar again called on the Chief and immediately all machinery 
was put into operation to prepare for our third blow. At 
10:10 p.m. due to a fourth warning from the Coast Guard the 
Chief ordered all off duty men into their respective stations. 
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At 11:15 a fifth bulletin was received that the hurricane had 
changed its course and passed far to the west. At 11:17 the 
men were dismissed. I am glad to report that this hurricane 
proved to be nothing but an ordinary Cape Cod blow. 


Shortly after the first hurricane, the fire department 
was called upon to assist in the recovery of five victims from 
Maravista Section. We participated in this work with the 
police department who were in charge of the operation. All 
five bodies were recovered by the police department. 


I wish to commend the work that is being done by the 
Fire Prevention Bureau under Deputy Chiefs M.R.C. Mac- 
Whinnie and Leighton F. Peck with Inspectors James F. 
Rogers and Raleigh Costa. The number of installations have 
reached the point where it necessitates continuous work on 
behalf of these two men. I am fully convinced that it is only 
because of our strict requirements with respect to the instal- 
lation of these oil burners that we are able to have passed the 
year without loss of life as a result of a faulty oil burner 
operation. 


You will note that there have been twenty-one fires attri- 
buted to oil burners. It is our experience that most of these 
fires that have occurred due to oil burners resulted in finding 
out that the installation did not have the proper safeguards 
that are required by law. 


This year the fire department has been able to improve 
its efficiency in fire operations due to the extensive increase 
of volume due to the new water main installation. It is with 
intense gratification that I am able to now state that in 
practically every section of the town there is an adequate or 
superior amount of water available for fire department use. 
This situation has been a severe headache to me in the past. 


We have been called upon several times by the Board of 
Selectmen to free the herring river at Little Pond by the use 
of directing fire streams to wash out the sand and this we 
are very glad to do. 


I wish to extend my appreciation and thanks to the Board 
of Selectmen, to the Superintendent and members of the 
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Water Department for their kindness and courtesies to this 
department. 


I wish to commend the permanent men in the fire depart- 
ment for their attention to duty and their improved efficiency. 
I wish to extend to the call force in the department my sincere 
appreciation to those men who have been called upon to help 
us out in our many emergencies and who have shown their 
loyalty and interest in responding to fires during the past year. 


In closing, if I may be allowed a personal remark, I wish 
to say that in my thirty-six years as serving as your Fire Chief, 
this fire department has grown from a few hand drawn hose 
reels and one automobile fire apparatus to the department 
that your town now maintains. The work of building this 
department has to a great extent fallen upon my shoulders, 
but it could never have been Satisfactorily accomplished if it 
had not been for the efficient help that was rendered by Mr. 
- Denham, who was my Deputy Chief for so many years, by the 
Members of the Board of Fire Engineers who have served with 
me in the past and those in the present. They served the town 
well and faithfully. The towns people indicated by their vot- 
ing their appropriations that they desired the type of depart- 
ment which now exists. I wish the best of everything to my 
successor, whomever he may be. Since the fire department 
work is, and has been, a great deal of my life, I hope that my 
activities will not be completely cut off upon my retirement. 
I feel that I have not reached complete old age as yet and 
will continue to maintain such interest as I may be allowed 
to in the fire department in the future.

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Report of the Forest Fire Warden 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the report of the Forest Fire War- 
den for the year ending December 31, 1954. 


The total number of fires responded to by the Forest Fire 
Department is 111 which is four more than last year. Our 
total loss of brushland due to fire this year was 13.75 acres 
and the total loss of grass land was 28.25 acres. It is my regret 
that I have to report that 20 acres of merchantable wood 
land was burned over this year.

For several years I have been obliged to report that the 
largest number of fires in this town are still caused by chil- 
dren and matches. Once again I appeal to the parents to 
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try to reduce this cause not only for the purpose of saving 
woodlands and grasslands but also to prevent expense and 
resulting burned children. 


Although this year was one of the wettest years on rec- 
ord, we still had periods of drought when fires burned rap- 
idly. Although my immediate and constant concern during 
the dry spell was the prevention of fire and personal patrol, 
our losses would have been much greater if we did not give 
close attention to each call and, by use of the permanent 
men, respond promptly. 


For the information of the townspeople, the Cape sec- 
tion is a location where the undergrowth dries out more rap- 
idly than any other part of the state. As a result twenty-four 
hours of drying winds will cause fires to become a serious 
menace and a continued drought leaves the impression with 
me that we are sitting on a powder Keg. 


I was unable to hire the state forest fire observer during 
the first three months of this year because this item was 
specifically dropped from the budget request by the Finance 
Committee. I make the observation that their judgment was 
correct last year. I have omitted the request for this year 
in conformity to their indicated decision of last year and 
trust that we will have no bad fires until the fire observer goes 
into the tower. 


A new help and assistance to the Forest Fire Wardens of 
the Cape has been given to us by the County of Barnstable. 
Late in 1954 the County Commissioners purchased a plane and 
are in the process of maintaining the same for both forest 
fires and police patrol work. The plane is available at this 
writing and may be called for by the Forest Warden or his 
Deputy at any time when they determine the need for the 
plane is present. We are informed that the plane will be 
available within ten minutes. The plane is a Super-Cub Piper 
Plane and is being housed and maintained at the Hyannis 
Airport. Mr. George Parmenter is the Chief Pilot. The ex- 
pense of maintaining this plane is borne by the county. The 
plane is equipped with two way radios and the procedure is 
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for the plane to report by air to the Forest Warden and main- 
tain observation of the progress of the fire. 


In addition to this operation a new operation is to be car- 
ried out this coming year. Whenever the conditions are had 
with respect to fires the Forest Warden may request the 
plane to take the air and patrol the town area and observe 
smokes. From personal observations it will be possible to 
identify any person setting or maintaining a fire. If an auto- 
mobile is seen leaving the location of a fire just starting, the 
plane will be able to read the registration number or describe 
the car. This should be of considerable help and we hope 
that it will cut down the number of incendiary fires. 


Usually in the spring when the forest fire season, su 
called, is on us is the time when the call force are working 
at their respective jobs. We depend upon our permanent duty 
firemen to do the work. However, in the event of a serious 
fire, it is necessary that these off duty permanent men. re- 
spond to help extinguish a fire which may be increasing. It 
is now a Standing order in the fire department that they 
are required to report from off duty in the event that an 
outside alarm is sounded. I wish to commend the permanent 
men who have been so ready to respond to fire duty of this 
nature. It is through their help and co-operation that we are 
able to keep our expenditures as low as possible. 


The Warden this year spent considerable time on patrol 
and, as usual, interviewing and calling on persons at their 
summer locations where they were observed cleaning up; 
explained the method of restricting the burning permits to 
the evening or night operation. 


Again I remind the townspeople that all incinerators are 
required to have a permit. Each incinerator permit expires 
on December 31 of each year. They are NOT renewed auto- 
matically. Each incinerator permit must be applied for and 
before the same is issued each incinerator must be inspected 
for safety and proper operation. Also the use of the incin- 
erator is restricted to such time of day whenever the fire 
tower is closed. The observer is in the fire tower during the 
day whenever it is dangerous and fires may spread due to 
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sparks. At such times the smoke from an incinerator will be 
noted, if it is burning, and the fire department will be calied 
to extinguish it. Violation of the conditions of an incinerator 
permit may result in having the permit cancelled and the in- 
cinerator rendered useless. If anyone is in doubt as to wheth- 
er they may use the incinerator or not on a dry sunny day, a 
telephone call to the fire station will enable you to find out 
whether the incinerator may be used or not. I wish to advise 
that we will continue the practice of dispatching the fire 
patrol truck for extinguishing a fire in any part of the town 
thus trying to save the cost of calling in the off duty perman- 
ent men unnecessarily. 


I wish to thank the members of the permanent forc; and 
the callmen who respond to woods fires for their efficient, 
ready and willing service.

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Report of the Ambulance Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


Submitted herewith is the annual report for the Ambu- 
lance Committee for the year ending December 31, 1954. 


It was reported in our 1953 annual report that it was the 
intention to utilize the new ambulance and hold the old 
ambulance in reserve. We have found that this is almost an 
impossibility because both ambulances have been used 
thoughout the year. 


There have been twenty-three occasions when we nave 
been required to use both ambulances at the same time. 


As a result of our experience we wish to advise the towns- 
people and others who desire to use the ambulance that the 
new ambulance is for use on all original calls. However, if 
the new ambulance is in use and on a trip, the old ambulance 
will not be sent out for an ordinary transfer case. Since the 
ambulance can respond by regulation only upon the call of a 
resident town physician or the police department or a mem- 
ber of the ambulance committee, any person calling in and 
the new ambulance is in use will be informed that the new 
ambulance is out and that we are using the old ambulance 
only on emergency calls. In other words, we find that it is 
advisable to have the old ambulance ready for an emergency 
call in the event that the new ambulance is already in use. 
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The Ambulance Committee desires to point out also that 
the ambulance is restricted to persons who are stretcher cases 
only. The Ambulance Committee has reason to believe that 
some of the calls during this past year could and should have 
been taken care of by other private means. It does not seem 
justifiable to the Ambulance Committee to cause the expense 
of using the ambulance solely on the grounds that the trans- 
fer to the hospital or other location for a non-stretcher patient 
simply because they lack private transportation. Accidents 
and emergency calls should have preference. In two in- 
stances both ambulances were called approximately at the 
same time and while they were in use several accidents oc- 
curred which actually required the services of the ambulance 
and they should have been available. 


Our records show that the ambulance made 310 trips; 262 
by the new ambulance and 48 by the old ambulance. The new 
ambulance traveled 14,002 miles; used 1,216 gallons of gaso- 
line and 23 quarts of oil. The old ambulance traveled 3,713 
miles; used 398 gallons of gasoline and 26 quarts of oil. There 
were a total of 262 residents and 63 non-residents transported 
during the year. Of this number 39 of the patients were 
transported for the Public Welfare, 57 for the Police Depart- 
ment, 13 Old Age Recipients and 1 Veterans’ Relief. A total 
of $1,255.61 should be charged against the expense of operat- 
ing the ambulance because no fees are collected in such cases. 


The following is a detailed statement of operations.

Because of the fact that the ambulances are operated by 
fire department personnel and because of the fact that the 
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town has voted a 70-hour schedule for the hours of duty for 
a fireman, the committee has requested the doctors to refrain 
from calling for the services of the ambulane for extended 
runs prior to 8 o’clock in the morning and 6 o’clock in the 
evening when the work detail shifts. 


However, because of the fact that accidents and emer- 
gencies do occur, it necessitates carrying the drivers on over- 
time if they are out with the ambulance on the shift hour 
of 8 A.M. and 6 P.M. The law requires that if men are worked 
beyond their shift hours, they shall be paid overtime. This 
is the reason for the overtime item in our budget. It is a 
mandatory item. 


In practically all municipalities or hospitals which main- 
tain an ambulance the same requires a driver and an atten- 
dant for the simple and primary reason that it takes two to 
handle a stretcher case. Some hospitals and: many other 
locations do not have available an orderly or an assistant to 
handle the stretcher with the driver. Many homes are also 
lacking in assistance in the event of an ambulance calling. 
Therefore, it has become a necessity for us to use the services 
of callmen or off duty firemen in what is known in the budget 
item as “Driver’s Assistants”. We find it difficult, and many 
times impossible, to obtain drivers’ assistants on a voluntary 
basis. Therefore, the committee has found that a mandatory 
item for paying these assistant drivers is required. 


During the year it was found necessary to equip the new 
ambulance with a more stable braking system. As a result, 
a transfer was granted by the Finance Committee for this 
matter. 


Through the co-operation of the Chief of Police, it has 
been agreed that all accident calls for the ambulance will be 
referred to the Police Department and the same will be re- 
sponded to upon their orders. Therefore, it is requested that 
in the event of any accident not involving a fire that the call 
for the ambulance be made to the police department who will 
in turn determine whether the ambulance is to be needed or 
not. Also, it has been agreed that all first aid rendered to vic- 
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tims will be performed, in the absence of a physician, by the 
ambulance drivers. All of our regular assigned drivers have 
attended schools of instructions for first aid.

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Report of the Park Commissioners 


PARKS 


Goodwill Park: 

The Department is continuing as a matter of policy the 
clearing out of underbrush and weed trees during the winter 
months. An important tree planting took place in April when 
1000 trees were planted. The types planted were Norway 
Spruce and White Pine. Both entrances to the Park were 
asphalted to a combined distance of 800 feet in length and 35 
feet wide. A parking space has been cleared for a distance 
of 250 feet in length and 12 feet wide to furnish additional 
parking space for the increased number of cars coming to 
Goodwill Park. Two of the new benches have also been placed 
at the Park. Two additional acres have been cleared at Good- 
will for the use of our Guests. 


Ellis M. Lewis Park: 

In addition to the General Maintenance and overall care 
of the Park a new shuffle board has been installed. Duck 
Canvas curtains were purchased for the Tennis Court to serve 
as a windbreak and make the court usable during windy 
weather. The bank bordering Siders Pond has been graded 
and seeded. 


Village Green Park: 

General Maintenance and overall care was continued 
throughout the year. Also again the Sprinkler System proved 
its great value by the effective way that the fine grass surface 
was kept during the Summer. 


Woods Hole Park: 
A New Double Swing was added for the enjoyment of the 
children. The See-saw and tables were also available. When- 
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ever fill was offered to the Department it was most gladly 
accepted. General Maintenance and overall care was con- 
tinued throughout the year. 


Sailors Memorial Park: 

The care and upKeep necessary to the proper maintenance 
of this Park was carried out during the year. 
Shivericks Pond Park: 


Several New Benches were placed here in addition to 
those already in use. General care and maintenance was 
carried out throughout the year. 


Nye Park: 


A Croquet Court has been installed here. The bank lead- 
ing to the Baseball Diamond has been graded and seeded thus 
definitely eliminating the wash of sand on to the Diamond 
which ultimately ruins the clay. General care of the Tennis 
Courts and grounds was carried out during the year. 


Central Park (Falmouth Heights): 

The Baseball Diamond was reclayed in order that the 
Falmouth Cape Cod League Team would have a suitable home 
park. General Maintenance and overall care was continued 
throughout the year. 

Crescent Park: 

General maintenance and overall care was continued 
here throughout the year. 
Katy Hatch’s Park: 

Overall care and general maintenance was continued 
throughout the year. 
Chapel Park: 

General maintenance and overall care was continued 
throughout the year. 
Worcester Park: 


General maintenance was carried on here throughout the 
year, as well as the overall care of the Park. The sidewalks 
have all been re-coated with blue dust. 
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Hewitt Park: 
General maintenance and overall care was continued 


here throughout the year. 


Crown Park: 

An oak tree that was dead was removed from the Park in 
order to eliminate the danger of falling limbs, branches, etc. 
General maintenance and care was continued throughout the 


year. 


Allen Park: 
General care and maintenance was carried out through- 
out the year. 


Deacon’s Pond Park: 

Several new benches were placed at this Park as a needed 
addition to those already in use. General maintenance and 
overall care was carried out during the year. 


East Falmouth Ball Park: 

New Player and Spectator benches have been added to 
those already in use. A new double swing has been added in 
order to relieve the congestion. More Picnic tables were made 
available to the many who are constantly using the facilities 
found here and in other Falmouth Parks. General mainten- 
ance and overall care was continued throughout the year. 


Fonseca Memorial Ball Park: 

A 10 foot extension has been added to the backstop. A 
Water Faucet has been placed there in order to help those 
who are continually placing flowers at the base of the Mem- 
orial Stone. General care and maintenance has been carried 
out during the year. 


Waterfront at Falmouth Heights Beach: 


General care and maintenance was Carried out through- 
out the entire year. Additional new benches were installed as 
those already in place were overburdened. 


Falmouth Infirmary: 
General maintenance and overall care was continued 
throughout the year. 
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Bench Program for Parks: 


The Park Commissioners feel that the Townspeople of 
Falmouth are always interested in progress and so the follow- 
ing list of the placing of New Benches in the Falmouth Parks 
during 1954 is given:—

For any and all services the 
Park Department is everlastingly grateful. 

To Mr. Arthur Eastman we wish to extend our thanks 
for the continued use of his truck in the raising and lowering 
of flagpoles. 


Ellis M. Lewis Program. Earl H. Mills, Director

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Report of the Civil Defense Director 


Honorable Board of Selectmen 
Falmouth, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Director of Civil Defense herewith submits his re- 
port of the Falmouth Civil Defense Agency for 1954. 


Hurricane “Carol” took us unawares. Even while radio 
weather reports were giving the front of the hurricane four 
hours away the storm hit Falmouth. At nine o’clock the 
morning of August 3lst the Board of Selectmen approved 
the Civil Defense Director’s request for authority to declare 
an emergency and to take whatever action necessary to pro- 
tect life and property. At the same time the Police, Fire 
and Highway Departments went into action with the men 
available, and immediately summoned all special and auxil- 
iary forces. So prompt was the response that within a few 
minutes additional men were arriving to assist the regular 
forces in warning and evacuating people in the more ex- 
posed areas. Even though the action of all elements was 
vigorous, prompt and efficient, the violence of the storm in- 
creased so fast and the water rose so quickly, the men on 
all of the water fronts were soon engaged in saving people 
rather than warning them. 


That Falmouth did not suffer a catastrophe in loss of 
lives was due to the valor, determination and intelligence 
of the members of the Fire Department, the regular, special 
and Civil Defense Auxiliary Police officers, and in many in- 
stances, volunteers. This Town is also indebted to the 
Commanding Officer of Otis Air Force Base, Colonel Luther 
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Richmond, who responded to a request for assistance and 
sent men and trucks. The airmen rendered valiant and 
efficient service and are to be commended for their splendid 
service to the people of the Town. 


Within an hour of the inception of the storm, public 
buildings began filling up with families evacuated, led and 
carried from the shore sections, and before the storm reached 
its height approximately six hundred were sheltered in Town 
Hall, Fire Station, the Recreation Building and East Fal- 
mouth School. At this time many volunteer workers offered 
their services and rendered great assistance to the regular 
Civil Defense organization in providing food, medical care 
and essential services to the men, women and children forced 
from their homes. 


Civil Defense activities continued during the week fol- 
lowing the storm. Auxiliary Police patrolled the stricken 
beach areas and volunteers maintained a twelve-hour-day 
office where police passes were issued to residents, property 
owners and utilities companies desiring entry to restricted 
areas. 


Immediately following Hurricane “Edna” warnings an 
evacuation center was established at the Lawrence High 
School, staffed with registrars, nurses and Red Cross canteen 
workers. Civil Defense Auxiliary Police, civilian volunteers 
and special police reported to Police Headquarters. Ap- 
proximately 200 evacuees were sheltered and fed during the 
storm. An evacuation center was established and completely 
staffed when warnings were received during Hurricane 
“Hazel’’. 


In addition to hurricane service, Civil Defense Auxiliary 
Police patrolled Surf Drive Beach during the months of June, 
July and August during the weekends. This service, which 
has been rendered for the past two years, assures order and 
protection during the busy summer months in that area. 
Eight Civil Defense Auxiliary Police officers were on duty 
Hallowe’en Eve along the Main Street. 
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A radio network, maintained by the Falmouth Amateur 
Radio Association, functioned during the three hurricanes. 
This network is housed in a club-owned trailer, using club- 
owned equipment, supplemented by a Civil Defense gener- 
ator, two-way equipment and two-way portable units. The 
members participate in Communications drills and in week- 
ly drills including the entire Region 7 network. In emer- 
gencies, the main function of the unit is to give as much 
communication coverage as possible to the Civil Defense 
Director and his organization. 


Civil Defense work during 1954 has been extensive, and 
it is due to the splendid cooperation of the Board of Select- 
men, Chiefs of Police and Fire Departments, Highway Sur- 
veyor, members of our organization, and civilian volunteers, 
that we were able to function effectively during the emer- 
gencies this year.

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Report of the School Building Needs Committee 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


The work of the School Building Needs Committee has 
been prolonged to this time as a result of extended and tedious 
negotiations involved in the acceptance of the new High School 
Building. The Committee has maintained that certain work 
on the window sashes and some other more or less minor 
work had not been completed to its satisfaction, and the 
Committee, therefore, withheld final payment. The contrac- 
tor, on the other hand, claimed to have done everything legally 
required of him—and more. The matter was, at long length 
settled by the contractor’s agreeing to allow the Committee 
to withhold $3,750., in return for the Committee’s accepting 
the building and authorizing final payment. 

With the money thus withheld, the Committee undertook 
to have the defective work corrected. Specifications for cer- 
tain painting, glazing, and caulking work around the window 
sash were drawn up, and bids on this work were solicited and 
processed in legal form. As a result, the contract for the work 
was awarded to Roy O. Leonard Company of Framingham, 
Massachusetts. Winter weather has forced the postponement 
of a small portion of this work until spring. 

It is certain now that the work of processing the bills 
and vouchers through the State Building Assistance Commis- 
sion can proceed speedily.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee of the Town of Falmouth 


Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In conformity with the by-laws of the School Committee, 
I submit a report on the Schools of Falmouth for the year 
1954. Appended to this statement are data required by law 
and same tabulated supporting information. 


Within the limitations of a report such as this, it is im- 
possible to write of all the activities which come within the 
scope of the responsibility of the schools. We can look back 
upon only a few items which seem to us to be typical or look 
forward to likely changes. 
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The High School— 


The high school principal’s report refiects optimism and 
a sense of accomplishment. He finds in the work of his 
faculty and of the boys and girls of the school, evidences of 
a high level of responsibility for making the most of the new 
building and equipment. He speaks of the continued empha- 
sis upon academic accomplishment; of the broadening pro- 
gram of Vocational Household Arts and of Industrial Arts; 
of the growing program of activities which, in the permissive 
atmosphere of the school, are intended to develop individual 
talents, to provide real opportunities for teaching leadership 
and followership and other aspects of social responsibility, 
to broaden the pupil’s interests, and to provide good fun and 
recreation now. These activities, which he lists, range from 
chess clubs to journalism groups and foreign language 
societies; from small class committees to Student Council; 
from football to modern dance, golf and gymnastics. The list 
is impressive; and many of the activities listed are open to 
all at some time during the scheduled school day. The school 
day, you will recall, was extended somewhat to make this 
possible. 


The Library— 


Apparently, of all the tools which have been made avail- 
able as a result of the new school, the one exercising the 
greatest influence upon quality of instruction is the library. 
Though it contains at the present but 2000 volumes and some 
50 periodicals, these have been chosen with great care. In 
addition, the library is being administered wisely. Evidence 
of this is in the circulation average of nearly 1500 books a 
month. This is in addition to the books used in the library 
by the 200 or more pupils a day who use the library for study 
or browsing. This room and the areas around it are becom- 
ing, as they should be, the intellectual center of the school. 


Music— 

The principal writes also with particular enthusiasm 
about the progress of the music department and of the grow- 
ing stature in the life of the school of the band and the uni- 
formed A Capella choir, of the dance orchestra, of the junior 
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high school and the senior high school Glee Clubs, of the 
barber shop quartets. 


The Junior High School Program— 

The major adjustment in curriculum to which the prin- 
cipal refers is in the junior high school section. Here, as in 
other fairly large 6 year secondary schools, the Junior High 
School boys and girls are in danger of being overwhelmed 
by the older more mature students. Administrative policies 
and classroom procedures, often adjusted to the needs of the 
older boys and girls, may, unless care is exercised, be applied 
to the Junior High School group. For the Junior High School 
boy or girl this can result in a very limited number of oppor- 
tunities for leadership experiences or for participation in 
activities on equal status with their peers. In addition, a 
school day for Junior High Schoolers, modeled after the high 
school program, can be a fractured thing in which a pupil 
who previously has reported to but one teacher suddenly 
acquires as many as 5 or 6 different teachers—each of whom 
is responsible for one of his subjects, but none of whom is 
really responsible for him. 


The staff of the Junior High School, under the leader- 
ship of the principal and the assistant principal, with the help 
of the Director of Curriculum and Guidance, has tried to set 
up curriculum and administrative practices to minimize these 
possibilities. Pupils in Grade 7 are assigned to one teacher 
for two or three consecutive periods. The teacher is also the 
home-room teacher, responsible for guidance of her home- 
room pupils in the total school environment. In addition, the 
staff is trying conscientiously to promote loyalty among the 
home-room groups and to develop and give prestige to activ- 
ities in which participation is limited solely to pupils in the 
Junior High School. The objective has been to make the 
Junior High School truly a school in which early adolescents 
can try their own wings under the eyes of a staff that under- 
stands their needs and that has an attitude of jealous con- 
cern that these needs shall be met. 


The Elementary School— 
In the elementary schools, work has continued along a 
pattern described in previous reports. 
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Home and school understanding has been stressed 
through a number of devices. In the kindergarten, techniques 
of reporting to parents have been developed by the staff. 
These reflect the philosophy of the program. Meetings have 
been held with parents in May to discuss parents’ insights 
concerning their children’s year in Kindergarten. Suggestions 
arising from these conferences were incorporated in a booklet 
sent out to all parents of entering children. The first week 
of school was devoted in the kindergarten to orientation of 
children in small groups with their parents. 


In all the grades scheduled parent-teacher conferences 
have been conducted. Over-all, better than 80% of the par- 
ents of children in the elementary schools have found time 
to come to school for an after-hour conference with their 
child’s teacher. Each school has conducted programs for 
parents designed to create understanding of some phase of 
school life. The Parent-Teacher Associations have been gen- 
erous in their scheduling of programs in which aspects of 
the school have been viewed. 

Testing Program— 

An organized, very complete series of standardized 
tests has been administered throughout the system. A sched- 
ule for administering these tests at recurrent intervals 
throughout the school life of the pupil has been projected. 
Means for preserving these scores in cumulative record files 
are being evolved. During the past year the following tests 
were administered, scored, and processed: 1284 tests of gen- 
eral ability, in grades 1-7; in grades 2 through 8, 1219 achieve- 
ment test batteries, each providing a separate score on 5 to 9 
areas of learning. In addition, 208 reading readiness tests 
were administered in grade 1. 


The results are being used by teachers and administra- 
tors, not only to assist in the guidance of individual pupils, 
but, in the mass, to suggest areas of instruction which need 
examination and possibly modification. 

Reading Improvement— 

An area which has received more than casual attention 
is “reading”. In this area, as in most others, in fact, the dis- 
tribution of the scores achieved by our pupils are close to 
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the expected scores for grade levels. The tests do point, how- 
ever, to some pupils whose achievement, for one reason or 
another, is not consistent with their apparent capacity as 
suggested by the test. The remedial reading teachers, in our 
system, have been employed, under the direction of the Direc- 
tor of Curriculum and Guidance, in analyzing some of the 
difficulties of these children and of setting up instruction 
designed to overcome whatever difficulties are discovered. 


This work of the “Reading Improvement Teachers” will 
be carried on in all grades, including the High School. 


In-Service Centributions of Teachers— 


Throughout the year, the teaching staff has been en- 
gaged in many enterprises intended to improve instruction. 
Twenty teachers have taken thirty courses for credit relating 
to their work. Many teachers have been active in local or- 
ganizations concerned with the problems of boys and gir's. 
A number have served in local, county, and state educational 
organizations or committees. Within the school system, 
groups have met regularly for the assessment of problems 
and for group planning for the improvement of instruction. 
This office has been made aware of 119 such meetings. There 
have been others. The groups have dealt with or are working 
on such topics as: 

The Development of a Kindergarten Program 

A Continuous Primary School Program 

The Aims and Objectives of the Guidance Program and 
the role of the classroom teacher in Guidance 

The Improvement of Reading 

Ways of bridging the gap between the Elementary and 
the Junior High School 

The Improvement of Penmanship 

Recommendations for modifications of the Science- 
Mathematics Program 

Homework 

Public Relations 

Parent-Teacher Conferences 

Establishing a Laboratory of Curriculum materials 

The development of a system of Cumulative records 
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Formulating objectives for the Junior High School 

Planning an orientation meeting for parents of 7th 
graders 

Increasing participation in Athletics 

Evaluating materials for Life Adjustment Education 

Evaluating Standardized Test results 


Other meetings have dealt with subject matter areas or 
with problems of specific schools or grades. 


Maintenance of Plant— 

The custodial and maintenance staffs have continued to 
work diligently during the year toward the maintenance and 
improvement of the school plant. In eight classrooms in the 
several schools, they have sanded and finished floors, painted 
walls, woodwork and ceilings, and refinished blackboards. 
They have painted the basement corridor of the Hall School 
and the stair wells in Woods Hole School. 


Their major project is the complete renovation of the 
cafeteria, kitchens, teachers’ dining room and offices in the 
Village School. This work included the painting and refinish- 
ing of all walls and woodwork and of the equipment in the 
kitchen; the installation of five thousand square feet of 
acoustical tile on the ceilings; and the laying, after prepar- 
ation of the floors, of nearly five thousand square feet of 
floor tile. 


By their work, they leave transformed this dingy, noisy 
basement to a pleasant, light and quiet room. 


In addition to these enterprises, they have carried out 
such activities as setting out playground equipment at the 
Village School, erecting cabinets and shelving in classrooms 
and offices, and making minor and major repairs, too numer- 
ous to list, to buildings and equipment. 

The custodial and maintenance staff are to be com- 
‘mended for their attempts to maintain a high level of sanita- 
tion and general cleanliness in the school buildings. 


Community Use of School Plant— 

During the year the schools have been used much by 
community groups to the enrichment of community life. 
Among others, but by no means the least, is the use of Law- 
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rence High School by adult education classes. Since October 
7, classes have been meeting Thursday evenings. These are 
mainly “practical arts” classes, supported, for the first years, 
by State funds. It is hoped that other classes free to appli- 
cants may be organized around subjects other than those 
supported by the State. One thousand dollars has been in- 
cluded in the budget for 1955 for this purpose. 


A Look to the Future— 

Falmouth is outgrowing its Elementary Schools. Its 
school population, like that of nearly every town and city, 
is increasing faster than this growth. This is part of a phe- 
nomenon so universal and so remarkable as to have con- 
founded the prophets. 

The predicted growth in Falmouth’s school population 
is considerably greater than for the State at large. In Massa- 
chusetts, for example, public school enrollment in grades 1-8 
will grow from 428,000 in 1952 to 600,000 in 1959; in grades 
9-12, from 148,000 to 200,000. In Falmouth during the same 
period our K-6 enrollment will grow from 1,256 to 1,826; the 
Secondary School enrollment, grades 7-12, will grow from 
655 to 1199. This prediction is based upon numbers of chil- 
dren in various age brackets known to be now in Falmouth. 
In addition, there is likelihood of considerable expansion at 
Otis Air Base. This can only result in even greater increases 
than those predicted. 

Whether or not expansion at the Air Base results in an 
increase in our school population, we may nevertheless say 
with confidence that in 1957 we shall have run out of class- 
room space in the elementary schools. In the same year, en- 
rollment will be approaching capacity in the High School. 


In the following three years, from 1957 to 1960, we shall 
have to provide at least from 9 to 12 new elementary school. 
classrooms. In addition, of course, there are classrooms which 
should be replaced. 


These new classrooms should be in a school or schools 
large enough to be operated with reasonable economy. With- 
in this limitation, the schools for primary grades should be 
located as near as possible to where the children are. 
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The intermediate grade children may well be transported 
to a central school, where certain educational benefits may 
accrue from having a considerable number of children of 
similar age in sections graded according to their needs. In 
a large school there is room for latitude and flexibility. This 
is consistent with recommendations made in the “Harvard 
Survey”. 


With these conditions, a likely solution to Falmouth’s 
problem might be the establishment of a kindergarten- 
primary school in North-West Falmouth. There are hardly 
enough children now being transported to the Village School 
from these areas to justify a school. There are, however, in- 
dications of population growth in this area. 

Besides this possible addition, there will need to be built 
in East Falmouth a larger, more adequate school to replace 
or supplement the existing thoroughly inadequate building 
which now serves that area. Also, the district now served by 
the Teaticket School will need to be extended to cover, for 
the primary grades, some sections which now are served by 
the Village School but which are near Teaticket. The Village 
and Hall School can then be used for the Village Kindergar- 
ten-primary children and for children in the intermediate 
grades throughout the Town. 

Resulting from this plan of division would be a erade- 
school organization somewhat as follows: 


School Grades Rooms 
Woods Hole K-3 or 4 4 
North Falmouth K-3 or 4 5 
Village-Hall K-3 or 4 & 4or 5-6 30 
Teaticket K-3 or 4 8 
East Falmouth K-3 or 4 ~ 10 


To study the implications of this solution and to develop 
plans sufficiently so that cost estimates may be made is the 
intent of the article inserted by the School Committee in the 
Town Meeting warrant. 


The School Budget for 1955 


The attached school budget for 1955 shows that the 
School Committee will request that the Annual Town Meet- 
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ing appropriate the sum of $601,239 for the operation of 
schools in 1955. 

This is an increase of $58,975 over the appropriation in 
1954 as shown in attached summary of the budget and sum- 
marized below:

On the other hand, receipts to the Town on account of 
Education in 1954 are shown to have exceeded the School 
Committee’s estimate of receipts for 1954 by $79,000. In ad- 
dition, receipts for 1955 should exceed receipts for 1953 (upon 
which the 1954 school tax was based) by nearly $70,000. 

The school tax rate for 1954 appearing on the local tax 
bills was $13.88 per $1,000 of valuation. Except in the unlikely 
event that Falmouth’s total valuation should have substan- 
tially decreased, the school tax in 1955 should be no higher 
than in 1954. 


This information becomes meaningful in the following 
context: In 1954, among 101 towns with* over 5,000 popu- 
lation in Massachusetts, only seven towns spent a smaller 
proportion of its local tax dollar for schools than Falmouth. 
The median town spent 38% of its local taxes for schools. 
Falmouth expended 31%. 


Summary of Reasons for Increase Expenditures 


In last year’s Town Report, school costs were treated in 
great detail in terms of services rendered. The increase in 
the budget for 1955 is to maintain the quality of those services 
or to improve them to meet the expectations of the people 
or to fulfill the requirements of law. 

The increase in the budget for 1955 is the result of the 
following major factors: 

1. The increase of 115 pupils over enrollment in September 
1954, and of 182 pupils over the estimated enrollment 


*1954 Report of Massachusetts Teachers’ Association 
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in September 1954, demands the addition of five class- 
room teachers, and additional expenditures for books 
and supplies. 


2. Provision has been made for one “special education” 
teacher and a “remedial teacher” to conform with rec- 
ent legislation relating to handicapped children. 


3. Provision has been made for a teacher of health and 
physical education to be assigned to the elementary 
schools only. 


4. Step rate increases are provided for all teaching, cus- 
todial, and clerical personnel in accordance with Sched- 
ules adopted December 1, 1953, to gain and hold a 
competent staff. 


5. Additional transportation costs result from additional 
pupils to be transported. 


6. Maintenance and repairs are planned to take into ac- 
count some items deferred in 1954, and to continue re- 
habilitation of the buildings and grounds which will 
serve the youth of Falmouth for many years. 


7. Increased outlay expenditures are planned to provide 
equipment for increased numbers and to make for en- 
riched and more efficient instruction. 


8. Some classes in adult education, other than state 
financed “practical arts” courses, are planned. 


Items not included in the Budget 

1. The budget does not include provisions for salary in- 
creases other than those provided in the salary schedules 
adopted January 1, 1954. The School Committee has decided 
that there will be no major modification of the salary sched- 
ules at this time. 

2. Estimates of need are based upon the number of chil- 
dren of school age known to be already in Falmouth. This 
budget takes no account of any abnormal increase in the 
numbers of pupils which may result from expansion at Otis 
Air Force Base. 

3. This budget does not include expense necessary for 
preparing plans for additional school buildings. This is cov- 
ered in an article in the Town warrant. 
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I wish to close this report by expressing gratitude to 
the townspeople of Falmouth for their concern for the prob- 
lems of the Schools, to the elected officials for their co- 
‘operation, to the School Staff for their professional support, 
to the children of Falmouth for their continuous inspiration, 
and to the School Committee for their sincere and devoted 
service.

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Report of Public Welfare 


March 20, 1954, the Welfare Department moved from the 
Town Hall to its present quarters in Room 3 of the Community 
Center, also increasing the staff by 1 social worker and 1 
clerk-typist. These changes resulted from a conference held 
between the State Department of Public Welfare representa- 
tives and the local welfare officials. At this time, the State 
representatives recommended larger quarters and additional 
workers. With these changes it has enabled the department 
to submit Federal and State statistical reports accurately and 
promptly, thereby not losing any State and Federal reimburse- 
ments, which are approximately 70% of our expenditures. 


There was only one major change in public administration 
in 1954. The State medical plan set up by the Commissioner 
of Public Welfare, mandatory July 1, 1954, but placed in 
operation June 1, 1954 in Falmouth has brought about excel- 
lent cooperation from those involved; namely, physicians, 
optometrists, dentists, druggists, chiropodists, hospitals, and 
the Falmouth Nursing Association. A local change was, inter- 
grating the case work of social workers, thereby allowing 
them to become familiar with all categories of Public Assist- 
ance. Increased Federal Old Age and Survivors Insurance has 
decreased slightly the payments made in the various categor- 
ies of public assistance by the Town of Falmouth. 


Dr. Nathaniel W. Faxon, retired, of West Falmouth was 
appointed Medical Consultant for the local board of public 
welfare. The department recognizes the advantages gained 
by having a doctor with such a brilliant career, accepting the 
position after having served as Director of the Massachusetts 
General Hospital for 30 years. 
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The staff consists, in addition to the agent, 3 social work- 
ers, and 3 clerk-typists.

Article I. TOWN MEETINGS 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any other motions 
which he shall so request, shall be presented to the moderator in writing. 

Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum of money 
shall be reconsidered at. the same meeting at which it is passed, unless 
public notice of the intention to move such reconsideration be given with- 
in thirty minutes of the passage of such vote. The town clerk shall note 
in writing the pussage of such vote and also the time when the notice 
of reconsideration is given. 


(Note: See also By-Laws 1 and 2 regarding Town Meetings) 


Article If. ANNUAL TOWN REPORT 

Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 

(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and committees having 
the control or expenditure of the town’s money, including a list of all in- 
debtedness against their departments, which does not appear in their 
financial statement. 

(b) A report of all town meetings held during the year, including the 
articles of the warrant and the action of the meeting thereon. 

(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special committees made at 
any meetings held during the year, together with any action taken at said 
meetings, including committee appointments and resolutions passed. 

(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in force cover- 
ing town meetings or relating to the town business. 


Article IT. SELECTMEN 

Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight of all town 
affairs, whether conducted by special boards or not; and have the right 
to make any suggestions for the better conduct of the department, board 
or committee, and if such recommendations are not heeded, they shall 
make a record of the same in the annual town report, that the town may 
take such action as seems best. 

Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons to the of- 
fices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire wards, public weigh- 
ers, fence viewers and field drivers. 
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Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen to purchase for the 
several boards or committees, except water commissioners, oil, coal and 
fuel oil. The various boards and committees shall, on or before July 1 
in each year (or earlier if required by the selectmen) send in writing to 
the board of selectmen the estimated amount of oil, coal and fuel oil re- 
quired for the use of their respective departments or committees for one 
year. The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, advér- 
tise for bids to furnish the required amount of oil, coal and fuel oil, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The contractor 
for oil, coal and fuel oil shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory to the 
selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter of the total con- 
tract) for the faithful performance of his contract. 


(Note: See also vote VII (6) regarding bids and 
By-Law 11 as to Town Contracts) 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual report to the 
town: 

(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the past year and 
recommendations of the selectmen for future requirements. 

(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all suits to 
which the town is a party, together with a full explanation of the cir- 
cumstances and the standing of each case at the time of the report. 

(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during the year, the 
length and width, cost of construction and amount of land damages in 
each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


Article IV. WATER COMMISSIONERS 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized and directed to 
make minor extensions of water mains when, in their judgment, such 
action would be for the interest of the town, the cost of such extensions 
to be paid from the funds in their hands, provided that not more than 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000) be expended on such extension in any 
one year. 

(Note: See also By-Law 12 regarding Guarantees) 


Article V. HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


Section. 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to award con- 
tracts for building new roads. 


Article VI. TRANSPORTATION 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth shall receive 
any compensation for transportation within the limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid or un- 
paid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town of Falmouth on 
official business connected with the duties of his office, he shall be en- 
titled to receive pay on the following basis: If he travels by rail or by 
water, he shall be allowed the amount of his fare; if he travels by motor 
vehicle, he shall be allowed at the rate of eight (8) cents per mile of 
travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automobile or truck 
any laborers employed by any department of the Town, (a) the expense 
incurred shall be charged in as “transportation of labor’; (b) all charges 
for transportation of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per 
hour or per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in trans- 
porting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of labor shall be 
charged against the appropriation for that particular work on which the 
transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town and 
carrying one or more laporers whose work is connected directly with the 
operation of the truck, or any apparatus or materials carried by the truck, 
shall be charged under “trucking” at so much per hour or day, and shall 
not be entitled to any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


Article VII. GENERAL 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special committees are ap- 
pointed or elected a vote shall be passed naming the compensation of the 
committee and also a sum of money for expenses of such committee, 
otherwise the selectmen shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either 
services or expenses. 

(Note: See also By-Laws 1 and 2 regarding Town Meetings) 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empowered to con- 
sult counsel at any time in connection with their duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of the tax col- 
lector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on orders countersigned 
by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll taxes or other- 
wise shall have such debt deducted before payment by the treasurer from 
any sum due him from the town for work on roads or for any other serv- 
ice performed. 


Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of which com- 
petitive bids are received, the award of the contract shall be to the lowest 
responsible bidder; preference always going to citizens, when other con- 
ditions of the situation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town shall be re- 
turnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time and shall be publicly 
opened and read by one of the selectmen at that time. 


(Note: See also By-Law 11 as to Town Contracts)

By-Laws and Regulations 


The following constitute the principal by-laws and regu- 
lations of the Town of Falmouth, duly approved, (except the 
Zoning By-Law and Building Code which are printed in a 
separate booklet.) 


NOTICE OF TOWN MEETINGS 


Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting a copy of the 
warrant therefor in every postoffice in the Town, at least seven days be- 
fore the time appointed for such meeting. Such further notice of any 
Town Meetings may be given as the Selectmen deem proper. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


CONDUCT OF TOWN MEETINGS 


Section 1. The Annual Town Meeting shall be held on the first or 
second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February but that portion 
of said meeting held for the election of town officers shall take place on 
the succeeding Tuesday. 

(Approved by the Attorney General, April 3, 1946.) 


Section 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the local 
newspaper at least seven days before any special town meetings the 
recommendations and estimates of all committees (except the finance 
committee) relating to the expenditure of money, upon which action is 
to be taken. 


Section 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in which they 
appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appropriations shall be 
grouped together in the warrant and those articles referred from previous 
town meetings shall take an early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for registered vot- 
ers, all others to use the gallery or seats on the platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea and nay” 
vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall be taken, 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which they appear 
in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, April 17, 1925.) 
(Note: See also Standing Votes I and VII) 
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THE PLANNING BOARD 


Section 1. The Planning Board of Falmouth shall consist of seven 
members to be elected as provided in Section 81A of Chapter 41 of the 
General Laws. 


Section 2. The duties of such board shall be such as are stated in 
Chapter 41, General Laws, Sections 81B and 81C to 81Y inclusive and 
further to consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials, departments, or committees of the Town, 
or upon its own initiative. 


Section 3. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may also 
hold public meetings. It shall at all reasonable times have access to all 
public documents, plans, or information in the possession of any town 
official or department, except as otherwise provided by law. 


Section 4. The board shall examine the plans for the exterior of 
any public building, bridge, monument, memorial or similar feature, 
and for the grounds around the same, and may make such recommenda- 
tions thereon as it may deem proper. 


Section 5. All plans and all town meeting articles providing ‘or 
(1) acquiring by purchase, gift or taking any land or buildings for public 
use or for (2) selling, abandoning or leasing any public lands or build- 
ings, or for (3) laying out, extending, revising or discontinuing any por- 
tion of any street, way, park, square, or playground shall be referred to 
the Planning Board for its study and recommendations at least 21 days 
before any action thereon is taken by a town meeting. 


Section 6. The board may provide for public lectures and meetings 
and other educational work in connection with its studies and recom- 
mendations. 


Section 7. The board may incur expenses necessary to the carrying 
on of its work within the amount of its annual appropriations. 


Section 8. The board shall approve the names of ali new streets 
and no street signs shall be erected until approval has been made by the 
board. 


Section 9. The board shall make a report to the town annually, 
which report shall include such information as may be deemed perti- 
nent by the board. 


Section 10. The board of appeals under the Zoning By-Law of Fal- 
mouth shall constitute a board of appeals under Sections 81R and 81S 
of General Laws, Chapter 41. 


(Approved by the Attorney General August 17, 1951) 
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BOARD OF APPEALS 
Rules Governing Hearings 


Pursuant to authority contained in General Laws, Chapter 40, Sec. 
30 and all amendments thereto, the Board of Appeals adopted the follow- 
ing revised rules and regulations governing the procedure for all public 
hearings before said Board of Appeals, May 28, 1954. 


1st. Notice of all hearings shall be given by publication and by mail- 
ing to abutters and persons deemed interested. All hearings will be 
formal and orderly. 


2nd. Each appeal petition will be heard at a public hearing at a 
suitable place designated in the notice and in not less than seven days 
from the date the petition is received. 


8rd. In the event that any persons, who appear to be abutters, or 
are otherwise deemed interested by the Board of Appeals and reside at 
some distance from the town of Falmouth, the Board of Appeals may 
require a longer interval between the hearing date and the date the 
notice is published. 


4th. In considering the petitions the Board will, first, hear all per- 
sons in favor of granting the petition and then hear all persons opposed. 
Reasonable time will be allowed for presentation by both sides, but 
should the Board feel arguments are unduly repetitious or prolonged 
the Chairman may curtail or halt any individual or individuals. The 
introduction of personal grievances will not be tolerated. 


5th, After both sides have been heard, questions may be asked, 
through the Chairman of the Board of Appeals, of the Building Inspector 
or of any other person, except the members of the Board of Appeals. 
Discussion or questions must be addressed to the Chairman except that 
members of the Board may ask questions at any time for purposes of 
clarification of arguments presented, of statements made, or of conditions 
surrounding the matter. 


6th. As each petition is heard and finished, the Board will, without 
delay, provided that the advertized time has arrived, consider the next 
petition until all are heard. 


7th. When each petition on file has been heard, the Chairman of the 
Board of Appeals will adjourn or close the hearing. At the convenience 
of the Board they shall hold an executive session, consider the petitions 
and make their decisions. 


8th. Three members of the Board must be present and the same 
members must each vote when reaching final decision on appeals heard 
by them.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting of fifteen 
voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for the term of one 
year, five for the term of two years, and five for the term of three years, 
and thereafter five be elected annually. They shall serve without com- 
pensation. The moderator shall at each meeting appoint a committee 
of three to retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance committee. 


Section 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their number 
as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said committee may consider 
such questions with reference to the conduct of the town affairs as they 
may deem advisable, and may consult with any and all officers, boards, 
and committees of the town with reference to matters under their super- 
vision; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant for any 
annual or special meeting, called during their tenure of office, and shall 
make a report of their doings and recommendations to the town. 

Section 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in their 
judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money unless authorized 
by vote of the town. 

Section 4. Vacancies in said committees shall be filled in the same 
manner as in case of other committees or boards of the town.

ANNUAL TOWN AUDIT 


There shall be an annual audit of the Town’s accounts under the 
supervision of the Director of Accounts of the Department of Corpor- 
ations and Taxation in accordance with the provisions of Section 35, 
Chapter 44, General Laws. 


(Approved by the Attorney General March 14, 1945) 


TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, merchandise 
or other articles wherein the amount involved is $500 or more, the Board, 
Department, Committee or Officials of the Town in charge of the expen- 
diture of such money shall be required to submit the awarding of the sarne 
to public bid and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public bid.

GUARANTEE FOR WATER MAIN EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as in the opin- 
ion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to improve the system shall 
be under a guarantee of not less than nine percent annual income unless 
the town shall decide otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting.

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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS 
AND PEDDLERS OF 


MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director of Stand- 
ards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to place in this town sell- 
ing or bartering, or carrying or exposing for sale or barter, any meats, 
butter, cheese, fish, or fresh fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon 
or other vehicle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section shall not ap- 
ply to any person who sells only fruits or vegetables obtained by his own 
labor or the labor of his family. 


Section 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to grant such 
license to any person of good repute for morals and integrity who is, or 
has declared his intention to become, a citizen of the United States. Said 
licenses, unless sooner revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire 
on the thirtieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Section 3. Every hawker and peddler licensed by the Board of Select- 
men shall be assigned a number and shall be provided by the Town Clerk 
with a badge which shall be conspicuously worn by him. No person shall 
be assigned a badge or number until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and measuring 
devices intended to be used by such person have been duly inspected and 
sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such badge, or 
wears it without authority, shall be punished by the penalty provided in 
Section 6 of these regulations. 


Section 4. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or exposing any 
articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace and 
comfort of the inhabitants of the town, or otherwise than in vehicles and 
receptacles which are neat and clean and do not leak. 


Section 5. Any license granted under these regulations or any regu- 
lation amendatory or additional thereto may be revoked by the Selectmen. 


Section 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regulations shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


Section 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a licensee as a 
conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale by him shall have at- 
tached thereto on each side a number plate, to be furnished by the town 
with his license, bearing the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Section 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge or 
number plate under the provision of Sections 3 and 5 of these by-laws 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and Measures 
stating that all weighing and measuring devices intended to be used by 
such person have been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The 
use of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false or un- 
sealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient cause for the 
revocation of his license, or the cancellation of his registration. 
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Section 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as conflicting 
with any license issued under the authority of the Commonwealth. 


Section 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any by-law 
amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by the (Board granting 
the same.) 


Section 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws shall 
be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each offense. 


Section 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed.

USE, CARE, REGULATION AND CONTROL 
OF PUBLIC BEACHES 


1. Setting or maintaining fires on all public beaches is prohibited 
except on approval of Falmouth Beach Committee and by special written 
permit therefor issued by the Falmouth Fire Department. 


2. The use of alcoholic beverages including the bringing of alcoholic 
beverages on any of the public beaches is absolutely prohibited. 


3. The playing of baseball or softball on said public beaches is pro- 
hibited. 


4. No dogs shall be brought upon any of said public beaches nor 
permitted thereon. 


5. All of said public beaches are closed to the public at 12:00 o’clock 
midnight, daylight saving time and the use thereof for bathing purposes 
or recreational purposes is prohibited between the hours of 12:00 o’clock 
midnight and 6:00 o’clock A.M., both hours being daylight saving time. 


6. Leaving litter, trash, rubbish or discarded lunch containers or 
similar articles upon the public beaches is strictly prohibited. 


8. For each and every violation of the foregoing By-Laws, there is 
hereby imposed a penalty of not more than $20.00. 


(Approved by the Attorney General August 17, 1951) 


9. Parking without a permit issued by the Falmouth Beach Com- 
mittee on any of the restricted beach parking areas is strictly prohibited, 
and parking on those areas shall be in conformity with the directions 
of the Town of Falmouth Beach Committee, or its authorized repre- 
sentatives.

BULKHEAD—East Side Falmouth Harbor: 

1. Fifty-four (54) feet from east end of bulkhead be reserved for 
Falmouth Charter Boats and that a fee of one hundred dollars 
($100.00) per season be established for rental of this space. 

2. Middle two hundred and ten (210) feet be reserved for Non- 
Commercial use and a fee be established for the use of this property. 
Recommended fee—Five cents per foot for each twenty-four (24) 
hours or portion thereof. 

3. One hundred and four (104) feet at west end to be reserved for 
Non-Commercial loading and unloading with time limit of two (2) 
hours. Fee for use of this section to be established when necessary. 


BULKHEAD—West Side Falmouth Harbor: 

1. Approximate total fifty-five (55) feet, time limit twenty-four (24) 
hours use only, Commercial or Non-Commercial, Charter boats not 
permitted. Fee for use of this bulkhead to be established when 
necessary. 


TOWN WHARF—Great Harbor, Woods Hole: 

1. Thirty (30) feet north side at head of wharf be reserved for Fal- 
mouth charter boats and that a fee for its use be established by the 
Selectmen. 

2. Balance of wharf for General Use with the limit of twenty-four 
(24) hours. That boats staying more than twenty-four (24) hours be 
required to obtain permit from the Harbormaster. Charter boats not 
permitted in this area. 

TOWN WHARF—Eel Pond, Woods Hole: 

1. Wharf for General Use of boats with a time limit of twenty-four 
(24) hours, and that boats staying for more than twenty-four (24) 
hours be required to obtain a permit from the Harbormaster. 


TOWN BULKHEAD—Quissett: 
1. Be reserved for loading and unloading with time limit of two (2) 
hours.

JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS 


Section 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the purchase, 


sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand articles in this town 
shall be licensed. 


Section 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second-hand art- 


cles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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RULES FOR AMBULANCE SERVICE 


1. Before accompanying a patient to the hospital in the ambulance 
the patient must first be seen by a doctor, and a nurse must have an 
order direct from the doctor, with diagnosis and condition of patient. 
Emergency accident cases not included in this requirement. 


2. Only residents of the township of Falmouth may be accompanied 
by a Falmouth nurse. This excludes patients from Nantucket, the Vine- 
yard, or Naushon, who may land at Woods Hole requiring ambulance 
transportation. 


3. On areturn trip from the hospital, no patient may be taken home 
without first obtaining orders direct from the doctor. 


4. Patients with diphtheria, scarlet fever, typhoid, poliomylitis or 
meningitis shall not be accompanied by the visiting nurse. 


5. The ambulance to call for the nurse at the Health Center except 
in emergencies when she will go directly to the scene of an accident if 
the doctor so wishes. 


6. Charges for transportation to surrounding hospitals are: Hyannis 
$10, Wareham $10, New Bedford $15, Boston $25 for residents—this fee to 
be doubled for non-residents—also charge for Driver’s and Nurse’s meals 
to be included if trips occur during their regular meal hour. 


7. If the ambulance is ordered for a patient, who in the judgment of 
the nurse does not require ambulance transportation, she may on her re- 
turn report the case to the supervising nurse. 


8. A charge of 75 cents per hour is charged for this service from the 
time the nurse leaves the Health Center until she returns. 


9. On Sundays and holidays the nurse shall accompany emergency 
cases only. 


10. The ambulance may be called only by members of the police de- 
partment, the fire department, or a local physician.

STREET NAMES

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RULES GOVERNING ALL TOWN PARKS 


The peddling of any refreshments, food, liquor or merchandise in a 
Falmouth park without a written permit issued by the Park Commis- 
sioners, is prohibited. 


Speech making, rallies or making undue noise are prohibited, along 
with commiting a nuisance, removing or defacing any trees, shrubs, or 
plants, or creating a disturbance. 


Speed limit is set at 15 miles an hour, and commercial vehicles are 
prohibited. Trash and rubbish may be placed only in the cans provided, 
fires are allowed only in regular fire places. 


No hunting, trapping or shooting are permitted. 


CONCESSIONS 


Voted, that all concessions of the Town of Falmouth be submitted 
for competitive bidding, said bids to be opened publicly by the Select- 
men, with the right of rejections of any or all bids. (Article 82, 1947 
Annual).

TRAILERS 


Voted, that the Town does restrict the use of trailers, by requiring 
that no house trailer shall be permitted to be used for habitation, except 
by permission of the Selectmen, after a public hearing thereon. (Article 
99, 1947 Annual). 


BOARD OF HEALTH REGULATIONS APPLICABLE TO LAND USED 
FOR TRAILER CAMPS OR PARKING OF INHABITED TRAILERS 


1. No land in the Town of Falmouth, whether privately owned or 
devoted to any public use, shall be used for trailer camps or overnight 
parking of inhabited trailers, or for camping in conjunction with trailers, 
unless the owner or lessee thereof, has first obtained a permit from the 
Board of Health. 


Il. Before any land shall be used for a trailer camp, or overnight 
parking of inhabited trailers, or for camping as aforesaid, such land 
shall first be adequately, and sufficiently equipped with the following: 


(a) An incinerator or incinerators sufficient to take care of all 
waste material, which can and may properly be burned. 


(b) And adequate method or methods of sewage disposal, of a type 
approved by the Board of Health, or its agent. 


(c) All land so used, shall be adequately and properly cleared or 
cleaned, and shall at all times be kept free of paper, cans, litter, garbage, 
junk and other maste material, or debris of every kind. 


It. In no case shall the number or placement of inhabited trailers, 
or any particular parcel of land, be such as to constitute crowding or 
congestion, and no owner or lessee of land used for trailer camps or for 
overnight parking of inhabited trailers or for camping as aforesaid, shall 
permit the placement or location of such trailers within 30 feet of each 
other. 


IV. Any person or persons violating these regulations shall be pun- 
ishable by a fine, not exceeding one hundred dollars ($100.00).

THE TOWN REPORT COVER 


Six years ago Falmouth’s water system completed half a century of 
Service to the people of the town. From small beginnings the water 
distribution system has grown with the town and now has a plant valued 
at about $2,250,000.00. Total revenue last year was over $143,000.00. On 
hot, dry summer days modern pumping equipment on the shore of Long 
Pond can supply nearly 4,000,000 gallons of some of the purest water in 
Massachusetts. 


Basis of the present system was laid when Falmouth Water Company 
was incorporated in 1898 “for the purpose of supplying inhabitants of 
Falmouth with water for the extinguishment of fire and for domestic, 
manufacturing and other purposes.” Among the directors were George 
E. Dean and William H. Hewins. 


A 12-inch suction pipe in Long Pond and fifteen artesian wells 
originally supplied the water. The company’s system included some 
16 miles of pipe and 97 hydrants. The town paid a rent of $30 per hydrant 
annually. The act creating the water company provided that the town 
could take it over at cost. This the town did by vote of town meeting 
in 1900. After long litigation, the town paid $158,291.10 for the system. 
Legal costs added $12,000. 


James T. Walker, John H. Crocker and George E. Dean took office 
as water commissioners in 1902. 


In 1904 the Water Department bought Falmouth Heights Water 
Company for $5,059.40. This plant had been built in the early 1890’s and 
had not expanded with increasing demand. 


During the second year of the town ownership, the water system 
was extended to West Falmouth. A steel tank was built on the hill at 
West Falmouth in 1905. Mains were extended to Falmouth Heights and 
East Falmouth. 


In 1907 a sign was posted at Long Pond forbidding bathing and 
watering of animals there. 

Development of the system continued rapidly. In 1912 the new 
Davidson steam pump was installed, with 2,000,000 daily capacity, which 
served until 1931. A concrete standpipe was built at West Falmouth in 
1913. New steam boilers were installed in 1921. Woods Hole stancpipe 
was built in 1927. In 1928 came the Worthington steam pump with 
2,250,000 gallon daily capacity that served the town until electric pumps 
were installed in 1953. Gasoline auxiliary pumps were installed in 1931. 


Until metering was adopted for the entire system in 1937, a flat rate 
charge was made for water service. Large water waste was adding to 
the pumping burden. Meters resulted in more equal distribution of 
cost and a reduction in demand. 


Enlargement of the water system is a continuing process. The 
Waquoit well field and pumping station was bought from the Army in 
1944, and the elevated tank was built at Waquoit in 1946. Just now 
reaching completion is the largest single improvement of the system, 
installation of 12.6 miles of new mains from 10 to 16 inches in size 
designed to improve service to North Falmouth and several other parts 
of town. 

Charles E. Hall, John C. Moore and George A. Griffin were earlier 
superintendents of the town water system. Mr. Griffin in 1952, after 
27 years with the department. The present superintendent is John W. 
Hughes and assistant superintendent F. Bruce Pease.
